Some reclaim

NEWTON — For at least a dozen 
Newton people who made their way 
to Boston Police headquarters this 
weekend, a different kind of 
Thanksgiving Day came a day or 
two late — not that they are com- 
plaining. 

The Newton residents were 
among more than 2,000 burglary 
victims who went to Boston Police 
headquarters to look at more than 
$200,000 worth of jewelry on display 
in a fourth-floor conference room. 

Police seized the jewelry in a raid 
of the A and B Imports and Jewelry 
Store, 373A Centre St., Jamaica 
Plain, Nov. 15. 

The store owner, Alfonso Barrero, 
52, of 6 Morgan St., Randolph, was 


arraigned in West Roxbury District 

Court on a charge of receiving

Three Boston teenagers also were

“T think it would be a significant achievement if we could cause the trend 
to level off,” he said at that time. 

The questionnaire mailed recently to all Newton parents of 3-4 year olds 
(as listed in the Jan. 1982 census) is a measure Strand strongly endorses, 
despite some opposition. 

“There are some people who are concerned that we are overdoing it,”’ he 
said. ‘‘My own view is that the trend now...is so widespread with regard to 
parents’ thinking about private schools that we have to bring this issue out 
into the open.” 

“T think we need to talk about this issue,”’ Strand said. 

The schools also urged all families who have moved into the city since the 
Jan. 1982 census to contact the schools in order to receive a questionnaire. 
Parents who have already received the card in the mail are urged to send it 
in as soon as possible. 

Dr. Vincent Silluzio, director of Research and Planning for the schools, 
62 percent were returned in the first eight days. 

This survey, more than any other conducted so far, may assist the 
schools in retaining some would-be private school parents. Kindergarten is 
already targeted as a critical time when many parents decide to place their 
children in private school. 

Strand has pledged to focus on improving this grade level, as well as the 
7th grade, since enrollment studies reveal these grades to have particular- 
ly large increases in private school enrollment. 

Committee member Marcia Mitchell stressed that she was looking for 
improvements to the kindergarten program to be implemented in 
September, 1984, at the latest. 

“That's the September that I would like to see action take place, 
whatever that action may be,” she said.

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School board interviews 
represent new policy shift 





NEWTON — In what represents 
a major change in policy for the 
Newton schools, two finalists for a 
school principalship were publicly 
interviewed by the School Commit- 
tee Monday 
The interviews with candidates 
for the Horace Mann Elementary 
School principalship, Elaine 
Whiteside and Kenneth Gatto, 
resulted from an initiative taken by 
Superintendent John Strand to in- 
volve the committee more in prin- 
cipal selections. 





In previous principal searches, 
the School Committee interviewed 
only one candidate who was recom- 
mended by the superintendent, The 
new policy is for the Screening Com- 
mittee to name more than one 
finalist for interviews with the 
School Committee. 

Only two finalists were chosen by 
Horace Mann's Screening Commit- 
tee to be interviewed by the School 
Committee. 

Strand suggested the policy shift 
this fall following current Principal 
Andrea Dembrows| announce- 
ment that she would resign as of 
Jan. 1, 1983. Strands policy change 
was welcomed by the School Com- 
mittee. 

Under former Superintendent 
Aaron Fink's policy, the School 
Committee interviewed only one 
person, the candidate recommend- 
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ed by Fink after a screening process 
with parents and school ad 
ministrators and teachers. 

It was Fink's belief that the 
School Committee could involve 
itself sufficiently in the screening 
process by attending 
committee meetings 
didates 

While it is the School Committee's 
sole responsibility to hire a new 
superintendent, it is by law the 
superintendent's responsibility to 
recommend to the School Commit- 
tee his choice for all other positions 

The committee must then vote on 
whether to appoint the candidate or 
not. 

But despite the new interview 
policy, the School Committee opted 
not to discuss the candidates Mon- 
day, with member Katherine Jones 
saying last week there was ‘“‘ab- 
solutely no purpose to be served by 
us discussing candidates after inter- 
views,” 

“Whatever we need to com- 
municate should be done individual- 
ly to the superintendent,” Jones 
said. 

Mann said Strand will hold 
another meeting with ihe Screening 
Committee prior to the next School 
Committee meeting on Dec. 13. At 
that time, Strand will announce his 
recommendation and .the School 
Committee is expected to vote on 
appointment.

The darkest side 
of human nature 


A private school for special kids in West 
Newton called the Learning Prep School 
recently encountered a strange kind of 
disappointment which highlighted a dark 
side of human nature 

Staff and kids at the school had fixed up 
a classic 1937 Plymouth coupe, donated by 
ADAP auto supply stores, to be auctioned 
off at a recent Boston auto show. 

The car was put into top running condi- 
tion by the kids and a shine buffed into the 
body that would make even the hardest- 
working hotrodder envious. 

Then, to raise money for a new 
automotive wing at the school, the 
Plymouth was put on display at the auto 
show and sealed bids were accepted. 

Officials of the school had_ said 
beforehand that they would not accept a 
bid below $5,000. The car had been apprais- 





ed at considerably more than that. 
Somewhere around 100 bids were sub- 

mitted and Karen Jacobs of the school 

staff started calling bidders to complete 


the transaction. 

But there was a rub. It seems most of 
those who bid were not really serious. 
Some bids were turned in with fictitious 
names or names of people scrawled in who 
knew nothing about the fund-raiser, the 
school or the car. 

And still other ‘‘bidders’’ wrote down 
outrageous sums on which they never 
seriously intended to come through. 

The kids who worked so long and hard to 
put the car into the best shape for the show 
were broken-hearted. Jacobs, who had 
high hopes and hard work invested in the 
fund-raising effort, was disappointed, to 
say the least. 

Rather than practically giving the car 
away at a low price the school is trying 
again, this time hoping that those who 
covet this classic auto will be more honest 
and mature than before. 

It was a dismal lesson in human nature 
for those kids to learn. We hope this time

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A change in the county

For many years county government has had a 
notorious reputation for excessive patronage and 
scandal 

In a system that allowed county commis- 
sioners to formulate the budget and then send it 
to the state for approval, there was ample op- 
portunity to camouflage questionable appropria 
tions 

Now, in fiscal year '83, local advisory boards 
have control over their respective county 
budgets 

Reformers hope the cap placed on county spen 
ding by Proposition 2'z and the recent legislation 
moving budget approval from the state to county 
level will lead to greater accountability and 
more efficient spending by county officials 

Taxpayers should know what county govern 
ment is and what county government does. 

Newton, along with 53 other cities and town 
make Middlesex County the largest in the state 
lhe cost of Middlesex government is paid direct 
ly from a portion of property taxes. Newton pay 
its weighted share of 82 percent or $1.5 million 

The elected officials charged with the task of 
administering county government consist of 
three commissioners, a sheriff, a treasurer, a 
district attorney, a clerk of the criminal courts 
and two registers of deeds 

For $38.3 million these salaried administrator 
maintain a chronic care hospital in Waltham 
which is self-sustaining; an engineering depart- 
ment which only keeps records since the county 
has no highways and roads to maintain; an 
agricultural extension service in Concord; and 
two correction facilities, one in the East Cam- 
bridge Court House and the Billerica House of 
Correction 

The Billerica facility houses a jail on the first 
floor which serves as a detention hold. At the 
House of Correction, no inmate serves time 
longer than 2! years and the average stay is less 
than nine months 

The county also maintains two registries of 
deeds (Lowell and East Cambridge) and a con- 
tributory retirement system for personnel not 
covered by civil service 

Although the state now operates the court 
system, the county still maintains the cour- 
thouses and other properties for its own pur- 
poses, according to David Wilkinson, a member 
of the standing budget committee for the Ad- 
visory Board (and chief budget officer to Newton 
Mayor Theodore Mann) 

County building maintenance is a major part 
of the budget,’’ Wilkinson explained. ‘‘In the 
past, the Advisory Board filed legislation to sell 
the (courthouse) buildings, and will probably do 
SO again.”’ 

So what does Newton get for its $1.5 million 
from county government?

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Helmet inj

CAMBRIDGE — An 18-year old Newton man 
injured in a 1980 hockey game between Newton 
South High School and Dracut High School has 
brought suit against a hockey helmet manufac 
turer and a sporting goods store for $500,000 in a 
negligence action 

Stephen Mosca, who played hockey for Newton 
South during a game with Dracut Dec. 15, 1980, 
got checked into the boards at an ice rink by an 
Opposing player and suffered severe head in- 
juries 

According to Boston Atty. Philip J. Crowe, Jr., 
representing Mosca, the metal studs fastening 
the padding to the frame inside Mosca’s helmet 
protruded through the padding and tore Mosca's 
forehead during the check into the boards. 





ry claim filed in court 


Crowe said Mosca will name the City of Newton 
as a defendant after the required six month ad- 
vance notice under the Mass. Tort Claims Act ex- 
pires 

Named in the current complaint, filed in Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court, are Marciano-Shaw Spor- 
ting Goods, Inc., of 363 North Main St., Mansfield 
and Cooper International, Inc., of Lewiston, 
N.Y., the manufacturer of a Cooper helmet 
model HM650 

Neither defendant has had opportunity to make 
an official response to the suit. A response is ex- 
pected within a required time period of 20 d. 

In the complaint, Mosca alleges the sporting 
goods store was negligent for selecting, advertis- 
ing and marketing the helmet when the helmet 
was “unreasonably and inherently dangerous in 
nature and condition.” Mosca also claims the 








Sporting goods store failed to give adequate war- 
ning regarding the potential dangers of using the 
equipment and of its alleged defective condition, 
| He is also suing for breach of warranty. 


The complaint against Cooper International 
Inc. is based on similar counts of negligence in 
that Mosca alleges Cooper International Inc. 
caused his injuries because it placed the alleged 
defective helmet in the channels of trade by 
manufacturing, advertising and marketing it. He 
is also suing the company for breach of warranty, 
alleging that the helmet was not of merchantable 
quality because “it was unfit for the purpose for 
which it was intended.”

DeNucci indicated the bill will receive a 
public hearing before the Election Laws Commit- 
tee after the 1983 session of the Legislature con- 
venes in January.

Minerd also manages the hote! taff cafeteria, food inventory and staff 
of 45 chefs and food production personnel 

Minerd handles all this without looking worse for the wear. The small 
hole in the top of his chef's hat, he jokes, is there to let the steam off when 
things go wrong, but the genial, blue-eyed head chef seems unfazed by all 
the hustle and bustle which surrounds him on the 

It's a business, he says, where “‘you have to be flexible and roll with the 
punches everyday ‘ 

Another aspect of the, job, which many people forget, is that in the 
restaurant business, ‘you have to get accustomed to working when other 
people are really enjoying life.” 

‘So you really have to love it,”’ Minerd stresses.

Grand jury indicts 
Jordan Marsh exec 


CAMBRIDGE A 42 year old Jordan Marsh 
executive at the company's Auburndale accoun- 
ting facility has been indicted by a Middlesex 
County grand jury ‘or industrial larceny in con- 
nection with an alleged solicitation of a bribe 
from a computer consultant 

Charged by the grand jury with one count of in- 
dustrial larceny, Edward Buckley, of 64 Main St., 
Stoneham, is expected to be a gned in Mid- 
dlesex Superior Court within the next two weeks. 
Buckley was working as Jordan Marsh's data 
processing director at the Auburndale facility at 
the time of the alleged offense 

According to the indictment the offense oc- 
curred between Nov. 1 and Nov 9, 1982 in Newton. 

Jordan Marsh Vice Preesident Leon Slaton 
declined to comment on the indictment when 
reached by telephone. Slaton, however, said Jor- 
dan Marsh officials cooperated with law enforce- 
ment agents in the investigation. 

Allegedly, Buckley solicited a monetary bribe 
from Robert [. Kahn, as Newton computer con- 
sultant and president of ARKAY Computer Inc., 
and promised in return a computer contract with 
the Jordan Marsh computer. 

Newton Police reported that Buckley was ar- 
rested at the Leo J. Martin Golf Course in Weston 
following a two-week investigation headed by 
Det.

A welcome policy 


School Superintendent John Strand has 
opened the doors to both the public and the 
School Committee. 

With the recent public interviews by the 
committee of finalists for the principalship 
of the Horace Mann School, Strand signall- 
ed his intention to keep things in the public 
eye, allowing for better understanding by 
the public of the process of school ad- 
ministration. 

Strand deserves praise for his openness 
and apparent wish to keep the public in- 
formed. He stands in contrast to former 
Superintendent Aaron Fink who, even in 
his final months, continued a tradition of 
simply recommending a single candidate 
for a principalship and then waiting for the 
expected School Committee ratification. 

The public interviews of two principal 
finalists by the School Committee last 
week represented a major policy shift - one 
which we welcome. 

While it is the committee’s job to hire a 
new superintendent, it is, by law, the 
superintendent’s responsibility to recom- 
mend to the committee his or her choice 
for all other positions. Former Superinten- 
dent Fink believed the School Committee 
could become adequately involved in the 
selection process by attending screening 
committee meetings with candidates. 

The new shift in policy by Dr. Strand 
welcomes public scrutiny, input, interest 
and support. By bringing the School Com- 
mittee directly into the interview process, 
and by opening the interviews to the 
public, Strand has made a major step. 

It is a step which should produce good 
will and increase public confidence in the 
school system. 


Murder by injection 


They put Charlie Brooks to sleep just 
after midnight Monday. 


Brooks, a convicted killer, became the 
first prisoner in this country to die by 
lethal injection. 


Brooks ‘‘died so peacefully,’’ according 
to an Islamic minister who shared the con- 
demned man’s final hours. 


Prison officials strapped Brooks to a 
white-sheeted gurney, his right arm taped 
to a board protruding from the side of the 
bed. He died quietly and, presumably, 
within minutes after the lethal drug injec- 
tion began trickling into his veins. 

Advocates of capital punishment are 
probably praising the headlines this week 
about Brooks ‘‘peaceful’’ demise. For, 
after all, this man who committed a 
violent crime, and took another’s life, went 
quietly to the grave. No mess. No fuss. 


Death by lethal injection is one proposal 
before the State Legislature at present. 
And it appears since Massachusetts voters 
came out in favor of the death penalty, the 
argument is no longer whether condemned 
killers will die but how the execution will 
be done. 


This injection method should catch on. 
No waste of electricity. No dangerous 
sasses. No outcries over ‘‘barbaric’’ prac- 
tices. 

The state may at last have found its ‘‘ac- 
ceptable’ way to commit murder.

How many of you have telephon- 
ed or written to your alderman or mayor to ex- 
press your views on a given issue that you feel 
strongly about? As a case in point, the mayor 
decided not to implement the Real Estate 
Residential Tax Exemption Program. He was 
flooded with calls and letters against it and 
received 2 or 3 calls supporting the petitions so 
aptly worked out by Alderman Michael Malec.

Your article quoted 
Rabbi Yellin as Congregation Mishkan Tefila as 
saying, ‘Only G-d can excommunicate,” which 
implies that R. Antelman’s court of itself has no 
intrinsic ability and authority to determine for G- 
d and in G-d’s Name that a given person 
henceforth is beyond the Grace and Redemption 
of G-d Almighty. 

This is true, and even R. Antelman said as 
much at the ceremony So if one were to ask what 
his court was doing, the answer is this: Public 
Notification. In other words, according to the 
standards of the court, the accused individuals 
already excommunicated themselves through 
their own actions. 

The court's function was not to excommunicate 
the accused, but was merely to notify and body 
public officially that the accused individual's 
behavior is odious to a particular (Jewish) body 
of tradition. 

A similar situation devolves in Catholicism 
when, for example, a fallen-away priest marries 
a fallen-away nun in defiance of their vows 

Such individuals are already excommunicates, 
and any subsequent announcement concerning 
such a couple is merely a public notification that 
a state of severence between G-d and the accused 
already exists. 

Rabbi Yellin said, ‘The (Jewish) community is 
so diverse that it doesn't mean anything that 
three rabbis excommunicated them.” This is also 
true, as far as it goes. 

In Roman Catholicism, the authority of a duly 
constituted court of excommunication is

Just like a Protestant minister’s comments on 
Catholic Cannon law excommunications are ir- 
relevant to Catholic practice, you do not ask a 
clergyman from the so-called Conservative 
branch of Judaism to comment about a Rabbinic 
Court proceeding whose judges (who have ad- 
vanced Rabbinic degrees); and Rabbis are call- 
ed “Orthodox” by the public - but by self defini- 
tion maintain there are no branches to Judaism, 
and all Jews are obligated to keep the laws of the 
Torah, and are accountable to God for it! 

While Richard Yellin declared ‘“‘like a family 
disagreement it becomes unseemly when it is 
done in public," his initiative forces me to public- 
ly protest his remarks for the fraud they are in 
order to publicly sanctify God’s name and honor 
of the Jewish people. 

The Jewish Advocate rightly stated (11/25/82) 
that criticism of the court came from ‘reform 
and conservative personalities’ who do not ac- 
cept the Torah as divinely revealed and binding. 
For according to Jewish law (S.A. Yoreh Deah, 
Title 334) “‘Anyone excommunicated by a Rab- 
binic Court is excommunicated to all of Israel.” 

The Advocate wrote a lengthy editorial con- 
demning the people we excommunicated entitled 
“The Professors of Destruction.” 

Any person (evan an Orthodox Rabbi) who 
would criticize a valid Rabbinic Court violates 
one of the 613 commandments in the Torah (bas- 
ed on Exodus 22:27) and is in contempt of court 
and is not God fearing, (S.A. Hoshen Mishpat, Ti- 
tle 27). 

Yellin's statement ‘‘only God can excom- 
municate’’ is exemplary of ‘the who 
misrepresents the Torah in contradiciton to 
Jewish law excommunicates himself from eterni- 
ty” (Pirke Avot 3). For God made the Judges of 
Israel partners with him. And God gave power to 
\the Judges of Israel to declare decisions in-

Asbestos removal 
firm pays wages; 
state drops charges

NEWTON — Department of 





Labor and Industries officials have 
dropped 35 criminal complaints 
against the firm responsible for last 
summer's asbestos removal at 
Newton North, saying they were 
satisfied the company has paid back 
everything it owed its worke 

The firm, D.P.C. General Con- 
tractors of Florida, reportedly paid 
some $27,000 in back wages to 
workers hired last summer to 
remove asbestos, 

State labor officials filed the com- 
plaints in August, when they 
discovered the Florida-based firm 
awarded the $800,000 contract, had 
failed to adhere to the state- 
mandated wage scale for asbestos 
worke 

According to Richard King, 
feneral counsel for the state labor 
department, the charges were drop- 
ped “‘when we were satisfied our 
demands had been met.” King said 
he was favorably impressed with 
the company’s speedy and conscien- 
tious response to the complaints. 

King said the dispute with the 
company was “‘over the definition of 



















‘foreman."’’ He explained that 
foremen are “generally exempt 
from the rate structure."’ D.P.C. 





classified workers as foremen, 
which exempted them from the 
nandatory $14-per-hour wage, then 
rea ned them to the same 






laborers’ jobs at a lower wage, ac- 
cording to King. 

Testimony elicited from ex- 
employees during an investigation 
of the situation by the aldermanic 
Public Facilities Committee last 
summer corroborated King’s con- 
tention. 

Michael DiPietro, who monitored 
the D.P.C. job for the Department 
of Labor and Industries, said the 
total the company paid on the 35 
complaints was approximately 
$27,000. 

Asked if it were not difficult to 
track down the workers who were 
owed money, DiPietro said all but 
two had been contacted, and they 
were out of the country. 

The Florida-based asbestos 
removal firm imported 55 Haitian 
refugees to complete the job at 
Newton North after it laid off most 
of the laborers it had hired locally.

Suspended pending the trial’s out- 
come, Cincotta, Pomerleau and 
McGilvray are expected to be 
reinstated in their jobs with back 
pay and benefits, At this point, it is 
unclear if the city of Waltham will 
pick up their legal bills 

The three had been accused of 
violating the civil rights of William 
Connell, 22, of Newton and with 
beating him. Connell suffered a 
broken nose during the post- 
midnight arrest. 

Defense attorneys argued Connell 
and his Newton friends, David 
Rine: mes Martin, Jr., 21 and 
James Kivilehan, 21, caused the 
disturbance while dining at the 
restaurant and then refused to leave 
at the request of Officer Cincotta, 
then ona paid detail duty.

Marian Ryan told jurors in her final 
argument Monday the three 
policemen used unjustified force 
after Rines and Connell were

such as caps, scarfs or coats

The ‘911" police emergency 
number has helped police respond 
faster to emergencies by keeping 
emergency calls separate from 
routine matters. 


But people sometimes become so 
excited during trauma situations 
that they do not give police vital and 
accurate information, such as the 





type of emergency and their ad- 
dress. Callers sometimes mumble 
the message or hang up the phone 
before police know the location of 
the emergency 

With I-91], a caller's address and 
telephone number immediately 
flash on a small screen and are 
recorded, ending the problem of 
jumbled messages 

Presently several 
Waltham and West Roxbury 
residents on the Newton line get 
Newton police when they dial 911 
because they have Newton 
telephone exchanges. Police place 
the callers on hold and alert the pro- 
per police department, This delays 
dispatching efforts and cost 
Newton more than $100 a month, ac 
cording to Timothy Coogan, depart 
ment consultant 

Tearing out the telephone lines is 
one way to solve this problem, 
Coogan said. But with a few push- 
button commands into the [-911 
computer, those residents will be 
connected to their own city or town 
police department for faster ser- 
vice. 

f-911 also features a phone with 
one button for several emergency- 
related facilities, such as poison 
control, suicide prevention and 
hospitals. 

Quinn will request the funds in the 
department's F Y84 budget to design 
and engineer the £911, which was 
developed by Bell Systems. The 
equipment cost will be determined 
pending the initial six-month design 
study. Coogan estimated the cost of 
the £911 to be “anywhere from 25 
cents to $1.25 per person."”

.establishments now enjoying 2 a.m. closing times 
have told Merrill they would have “no objec- 
tions”’ to the proposed change, he said. 

“That hour between one and two is nothing but

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle abstained from 
voting when the issue was before the Public Safe- 
ty Committee but voted in favor of the rollback 
proposal when it came before the full board.

Plans for West Newton Library 
return to possible reuse stage

NEWTON Plans to lease the old West 
Newton Library building on Chestnut Street went 
back to ‘‘go’’ Monday night as the Board of 
Aldermen chose to further research the possibili 
ty of making it a library again 


The year-old building was abandoned two 
years ago, because of high maintainence costs, 
and the facility was moved two blocks to a corner 
of the old Davis School on Waltham St 

Aldermen and neighborhood spokesmen have 
criticized the current arrangement in the Davi 
School. Alderman Rodney Barker, head of the 
aldermanic committee which oversees the 
library budget, called the present location “a 
celle 

Alderman Robert Tennant, who voted to close 








the library in the past, now wants to study the ° 


possiblity of returning it to its original home. He 
said his current opinion was the product of chang- 
ing-times and conditions. 

West Newton resident and former alderman 
Eugene Cronin has said he is working on a plan 
whereby the library could be returmed to 
Chestnut St. by neighborhood volunteers, at no 
cost to the city. 

Cronin has emphasized that the building was 
built, paid for and donated to the city by West 
Newton residents as a memorial to local men who 
died in World War I. He and several aldermen 
hdve sugg sted that the city’s plan to rent the 
building out would be an insult to the people who 
created it.

Alderman Paul Coletti, who has deliberated the 
library issue at length in the Finance Committee, 
caused a minor furor Monday night when he told 
the board he has fought to keep the proposed rent 
on the building high ‘‘to keep it available.” 

Land Use Committee Chairman Terry Morris, 
who has been actively lobbying his colleagues to 
rent the building out as office space, commented, 

‘That's a unique concept, to make the price so 
high no developer would touch it.”’ 

Morris pointed out that the old building was 
originally abandoned because of its lack of ac- 
cessibility and high maintanence costs, two con- 
ditions which have worsened in the interim. 
“Don't go backwards,’ he asked the other 
aldermen. 

Morris further advocated that the lease price, 
which has wavered in the Finance Committee 
from $4 to $8 a square foot, be kept at a minimum. 
He said the run-down condition of the building 
le it ‘nothing but a blight on West Newton 
are’’ and added that necessary repairs 
lready made restoration extremely costly.” 

The question of what to do with the unusual old 
building was sent back to the Finance Committee 
by a narrow margin of one vote. Heated discus- 
sions followed the meeting with advocates of 
returning the library to its original home vying 
with defendants of the reasons for closing it in the 
first place. 

As the aldermen headed for their cars, shouts 
of ‘‘Keep the library open!"’ and “You pay to heat 
it!" filled the parking lot.

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — In the 
current concern with the increasing 
number of older people and how to 
meet their needs, it is easy to 
overlook the large numbers of 
elderly who remain healthy and live 
independently within their com- 
munities. 

Last week the weekly cable televi- 
sion show, ‘‘Around the Highlands,” 
began a special series highlighting 
these productive senior citizens. Dr. 
Lawrence Branch of the Harvard 
Medical School estimates that this 
group constitutes about 80 percent 
of the elderly — which comprise ap- 
proximately 11 percent of the total 
population nationally. Between 20 
and 25 percent of the total popula- 
tion of Newton Highlands, though, 
are senior citizens according to 
Newton Highlands Community 
Development Corporation Ad- 
ministrator Howard Leibowitz. 

In this series ‘‘Around the 
Highlands”’ will be asking, Who are 
elderly in this village? What do they 
contribute? What are their support 
systems? How do they spend free

time? What is their philosophy of 
life? Are they markedly different 
from one another or from their 
younger neighbors? 

The show last week featured a 
visit with Josephine Sullivan, a 
retired proofreader and avid 
gardener, followed with a commen- 
tary by Maeve Ward, a social 
worker who works at West Subur- 
ban Elder Services. 

One future show will spotlight 
Hazel Gove, a former schoolteacher 
honored at last year’s Village Day, 
which Mayor Mann proclaimed 
“Hazel Gove Day.”’ At 92 Mrs. Gove 
still works as a volunteer tutor at 
the Hyde School 

The series will also continue to 
highlight interesting senior citizens, 
including some who refuse to retire 
and others who are active in various 
loval clubs and volunteer activities

Businesses huddle 
on ways to treat 
alcohol problems

NEWTON CENTRE Alcohol 
abuse costs U.S. businesses $50 


billion dollars annually. About $24 
billion of that sum is lost through 
reduced productivity. 

But thousands of companies are 
successfully dealing with 
alcoholism among employees. 

These companies get treatment 
for the troubled worker rather than 
fire him or her after alcoholism has 
disrupted his personal life and 
work. 

At Boston College last week, local 
business heads learned from com- 
panies and alcohol abuse experts 
about the advantages of the 
Employee Assistance Program 
(EAP). 

About 25 local 
cluding representatives 
riott Hotel, Hon ell, GTE 
Sylvania and Purity preme, at- 
tended the conference sponsored by 
the chamber and the Region West 
Family Counseling Service. 

“We are trying to educate people 
that there are many companies 
which have taken up this kind of 


businesses, in- 
of the Mar- 










program,’’ said Lewis Songer, 
Newton-Needham Chamber of Com- 
merce executive vice president. 


“There is a need for it throughout 
the business community.” 

About 70-80 percent of workers 
overcome alcoholism when treated 
through industry-supported pro- 





grams. Onl; percent of the 
unemployed overcome their drink- 
ing problem, according to The 
Region West Family Counseling 





Service statistics. 

While a person's personal life is 
being disrupted by alcohol abuse, 
their tardiness, absenteeism and 
reduced productivity costs money 
for the company. Employers 
sometimes simply fire a trained and 
qualified worker who has a drinking 
problem job. 

However at companies such as 


Honeywell, which has plants in 
Newton and Waltham, supervisors 
normally alert Ernie Kapopoulos to 
a troubled worker. 


Troubled workers are usually 
referred to Kapopoulos by a super- 
visor, though a family member 
sometimes makes the referral. The 
employee usually does not go to 
Kapopoulos on his own 

“The overwhelming majority of 
people who are referred to us are 
receptive to getting help,”’ he said. 


Kapopoulos talks with the worker 
and if he determines that alcohol is 
a problem, arranges for treatment 
which might be either hospitiliza- 
tion, individual counseling, group 
therapy or a combination of pro- 


grams. 
The city of Newton, which 
employees about 4,000 people, 


established an assistance program 
eight months ago. Gina Kelley, a 
nurse practitioner and counselor, is 
available full-time to help workers 
with alcoholism, and other pro- 
blems, such as family troubles and 
legal difficulties. She evaluates pro- 
blems and refers workers to local 
agencies or medical facilities for 
help. 

“There's a stigma surrounding 
alcoholism. I’m not uncomfortable 
talking about it but other people are 
sensitive about it,” she said. 

Gerald Shulman, a_nationally- 
recognized alcohol abuse expert, 
said patients at his hospital are 
more successful overcoming 
alcoholism when they are supported 
by their employers. 

Shulman, executive director of 
Spofford Hall, a detoxification 
hospital in Spofford, N.H., said the 
potential of losing a job also 
motivates people to work at their 
drinking problem.

Reilly, Keefe on Suburban football a

Waltham High failed to capture any championship or a Super Bow! 
berth for its football endeavors this past fall, but the once-beaten Hawks 
did boasts some outstanding individual talent as reflected in the 1982 
Suburban League Coaches’ All-Star.Team. 

Six first team berths were awarded to Waltham players and three 
other teammates merited second team selection. That was collectively 
more than any other school in the seven-team circuit, including cham- 
pion Brockton, which spoiled the Hawks’ perfect slate on Thanksgiving 


Day. 

Neighboring Newton North plac- 
ed two players, center Dan Reilly 
and middleguard Tom Keefe, on the 
honor brigade with four added to the 
second unit. 

Brockton garnered six first team 
spots and had two players chosen on 
the second team 

The all-stars: 

STEVE GIUSTI-Injuries and 
illness kept this 5-8, 165-pound 
junior from having a sensational 
season. After scoring seven 
touchdowns in six games, Steve was 
ruled out of football with 
mononucleosis, but came back to 
play in the season's finale against 
Brockton. 

Giusti still wound up as the team’s 
top ground gainer, rushing for 591 
yards on 125 carries. He was superb 
running the football inside the 
tackles, aided by his great balance. 
A very difficult ball carrier to 
tackle, too, 

A very intense competitor, he had 
good instincts and footwork and ran 
the inside traps effectively by 
reading the blocks so well, 

Steve also started on defense as 
the left cornerback position, He was 
the surest tackler on the team 

RICH BARTLEMAN-~‘‘He was 
the heart of our team,” is the way 
Waltham Coach Paul McGovern 
evaluates the value of the rugged 
fullback-linebacker, ‘In our runn- 
ing scheme our fullback always has 
to pick up somebody and open the 
hole, Richie obviously did the job. 
We also used him as a ball carrier 
when we needed short yardage,” 

The 5-10, 185-pound senior was the 
Hawks" intimidator on defense. He 
often set the tempo of the game with 
a big hit, which is often so important 
psyschologically, 

Bartleman was playing two posi- 
tions that demanded hitting on 
every play, He had to be in excellent 
physical condition, which he was, 
and had to be able to withstand 
punishment. 

He wants to go into electronics 
after graduating from high school, 
with either Wentworth Institute or 
Lowell University in his plans. 

GERRY CORBETT--Like 
Bartleman, Corbett could have 
made the starting lineup either way 
at tackle, Offensively his pulling on 
the outside sweep was responsible 





for a considerable amount of yar 
dage. His straight-ahead blocking 
was excellent, usually against a big- 
ger man. He had great technique, 
which was the difference. 

On defense he played some 
outstanding games, highlighted by 
the Arlington game. The 6-1, 205- 
pound senior also handled the pun- 
ting assignments for the second 
year in a row. They're still talking 
about his 84-yard hoist against Arl- 
ington. 

Gerry had a couple of brothers 
that starred on the Waltham 
gridiron before him. Matt was a 
fullback-two years ago, while John 
was a tackle and went on to become 
an All-league offensive tackle at the 
University of Connecticut, Gerry 
may be headed for prep school 

BOB QUALTERS~This 6-2, 185- 
pounder was probably Waltham's 
best all-around player. He was cer- 
tainly the quickest and showed in- 
credible leadership. He took his 
duties as co-captain seriously. 

Bob was the big-play type kid on 
defense. He made things happen 
from his defensive end station. 

His pass rush was especially 
noticeable. He had a great first step 
coming off the ball and would beat 
the offensive tackle blocking on the 
outside. 

“T never saw a defensive end do a 
better job reading the screen pass,"’ 
offered Coach McGovern. ‘Last 
year in the Newton North game he 
spoiled the fake extra point and the 
fake field goal by being at the right 
spot at the right time both times,” 

Bob started at split end in a 
number of games. He was a very 
good pass receiver and an excellent 
blocker, He ran a 46-yard pass grab 
for a TD in the Brockton game, 
which his finest single-game per- 
formance ever, 

His size may cause some of the 
colleges to overlook him, but he has 
many things in his favor as a grid 
prospect. 

MARK TARANTO-The son of 
Hawk line coach ‘Tucker"’ Taranto 
was a two-way operator with 
outstanding athletic intelligence. As 
a football player he was usually in 
the right place. 

Mark, at 6-1 and 175, played 
center on offense and linebacker on 
defense, Waltham had a lot of dif-

ferent defensive sets and he was 
responsible for calling them. 

He was a great position blocker at 
the center spot and a silent leader, 
He didn’t say much. He led with his 
performance. His older brother 
Tom was an all-league tackle at 
Bentley College this fall. Mark is ex- 
pecting to go on to prep school, 

DARREN MARCOU--Coach 
McGovern describes him as ‘the 
best athlete in the high school". 
Darren was a first team All- 
Suburban League pick last year as a 
split end. He was switched to 
halfback this fall and made a 
remarkable transition. 

The versatile 170-pound senior 
was going great until he injured his 
ankle at North Quincy. He finished 
out the season despite the injury 

Marcou is regarded by his coach 
as one of the best defensive backs at 
Waltham in a long time at safety. 
“He is an excellent tackler and 
plays the pass as well as any kid 
we've had,” said Paul 

Darren came through when the 
chips were down, either as a ball 
carrier, as a placekicker, or as a 
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safety. 

He is definitely college material, 
but it is still too soon to tell where 
he's headed, 

DAN REILLY - The rock in the 
middle of the Newton North offen- 
sive line all season, Dan Reilly 
played on the varsity for three 
years and was a starter at center 
for the last two seasons. As a 
sophomore, he snapped punts and 
filled in on the offensive line, 

The 6-3, 225-pounder solidified and 
controlled the middle of the offen- 
sive line, He was an aggressive, 
steady blocker, who went after his 
assignment with great desire, His 
ability to control the opponent's 
middle guards allowed the Newton 
North offense to run counter and 
trap plays with great success, Reil- 
ly also filled in at defensive tackle 
and played in the short yardage 
defense. 

“Danny was like the ‘Rock of 
Girbralter" in the middle of the 
line,’ said Newton North coach 
Norm Walker, ‘‘He has excellent 
size and the desire to play. He's 
been snapping punts for three years 





and never had a bad snap. His con 
sistency and aggtessiveness was 
something we could count on every 
week.” A top college prospect, Reil- 
ly is undecided. 


TOM KI The fourth 
Keefe to play football for Norm 
Walker, Tom overcame size limita 
tions to be one of the top defensive 
lineman in the league, Keefe is the 
youngest of six brothers. Dave, Bot 
and Don all played football for 
Newton North with Dave and Don 
earning All-Star honors. At 5-10, 160- 
pounds Keefe would get lower than 
his bigger opponents and make his 
way into the backfield 





Keefe, who teamed up with defen- 
sive tackle Ed Cohen, continually 
menaced opposing quarterbacks 
Despite giving a lot of weight, Keefe 
answered the call in every game 


“Tommy is a tough kid,” said 
Walker, ‘He is the fourth Keefe to 
play for me and he displayed the 
same outstanding will, He was a key 
guy in our defense all season, He 
made quite a few big plays by stay- 
ing low and doing his job. He helped 
make the defensive line of the 
stronger aspects of the team." Tom 
plans on attending college 





Topping the list of Waltham 
players chosen on the second team 
was tight end Paul Logue. whose 
dimensions (6-2, 220) have made 
him one of the most sought-after 
Hawk players. 


Chris Bowler was a defensive end 
choice, The 6-2, 215-pound senior 
also played offensive tackle. Offen- 
sive guard Joe Kohler (5-11, 170) 
was also singled out in the balloting. 






Tim Brandon was chosen second- 
team all-star quarterback behind 
Quincy's Bob Mudge. Brandon, who 
had his trouble with interceptions, 
was one of the top throwing quarter- 
backs in the league. The senior toss- 
ed for more than 600 yards on the 
season and threw five touchdown 
passes. He threw three TD tosses 
against Brookline in the final game 
of the season, ‘Tim was a good 
quarterback for us for two years,"’ 
said Walker. ‘‘He struggled for 
awhile, but nobody around has a 
better arm and I'm glad he got the 
recognition.” 


Deane Morreale, a Newton North 
co-captain, earned second-team 
defensive line honors. Morreale was 
the emotional leader of the Tigers 
and he led by example. The senior 
played four different positions this 
season, He started out on the offen- 
sive line and he played defensive 
end, Deane also played defensive 
tackle and tight end on offense

Natick over Melrose in Division One Super Bowl

FOXBORO — One of the largest 
schoolboy football crowds in a long, 
long time chose a springlike day in 
December to watch Natick score 
last in a see-saw 35-34 thriller over 
Melrose Saturday afternoon at 
Schaefer Stadium, 

With Natick trailing 34-27 and on- 
ly 1:20 left in the game sophomore 
quarterback Paul Ghilani 
engineered the winning drive that 
resulted in the Natick victory. 

Ghilani was voted his club's most 
valuable player. 

Halfback Darren Flutie (54 yards 
rushing) covered the final 12 yards 
for the Redmen. He gained six ona 
pitch right, then used the same play 
behind blocks by fullback Dave 
Morrill and tackle Mike McBreen to 
Squeeze just inside the end zone cor- 
ner flag for the score, 

Flutie, running the same pitch- 
right play for the third consecutive 
time, bulled his way behind George 
Bradley for the two-point conver- 
sion, 


The defenses took seats in the 
back of the buses in this one as the 
two offenses combined for 10 
touchdowns and 622 yards from 
scrimmage. 

Melrose had an edge in statistics 
with 354 yards to Natick’s 268 and a 
63-53 edge in offensive plays. 

“What it all boiled down to was 
who had the ball last,’ said an 
elated Natick coach Tom Lamb. 

“There were no losers out there,"’ 
a disappointed Melrose coach, 
Bruce MacPherson, said. And he 
was quick to praise Natick. ''They 
were behind and moved the ball to 
win the game," 

The first quarter was the only one 
without a score, Melrose picked off 
two of Ghilani’s passes to stop 
Natick, But early in the second 
quarter senior Chris Hickey (75 
yards in 24 carries) bulled his way 
into the Natick end zone for the 
game's first score, Doug Prentice's 
try for the extra point hit the left 
upright and bounced back toward 
the field of play. 

A Flutie punt turned the momen- 


tum to Natick. He booted one 42 
yards downed on,the Melrose 4 by 
guard Dean Hladick. Two plays 
later Jim DePalo recovered a fum- 
ble, and Ghilani on the first play 
passed 10 yards to Jim Kelly for the 
score. Flutie kick the point and 
Natick had its first lead at 7-6, 
Minutes later, Bob Flaherty 
jumped on a second Melrose fumble 
and the Ghilani-to-Kelly duo clicked 
again on an 18-yard scoring lob. 
Melrose took the kickoff 80 yards 
with Hickey, Prentice, and Anthony 
Spinale running for the yardage 
The Red Raiders were helped im- 
mensely when a loose ball fumble 
rolled ahead 23 yards to the Natick 
13 before offensive guard Jim Del 
Genio recaptured it for Melrose 
Natick surged ahead 19-12 early in 
the third quarter on a 54-yard drive 
highlighted by a 32-yard run by 
DePalo. Then DePalo seemingly 
broke the game open for Natick 
when he took a Prentice punt on his 
own 20 and raced 80 yards with it 
But a blocking below the waist in- 
fraction set the ball back on the 









Natick 17, 

After a Flutie punt put Melrose 
back on its own 10, Spinale, the 
leading rusher in the game with 146 
yards on 16 attempts, took an inside 
handoff 79 yards. Safety Don Marsh 
temporarily saved the touchdown 
by tripping up Spinale at the 11 but 
the big (185 pounds) senior got the 
score a few plays later. 

Natick got the lead back at 27-20 
in a seven-play drive opening the 
fourth quarter, It didn’t last long. 
Prentice on a quarterback rollout to 
his right, with tight end Jim Morris 
providing the key block, ran 44 
yards to score. Hickey carried for 
the two points and a 28-27 Melrose 
lead. The Raiders jumped the lead 
to 34-27 with another march, this 
one of 51 yards, but Prentice’s try 
for the extra point was wide left, 
setting up the final Natick drive. 

Ghilani, 8-of-11 for 87 yards, used 
the sidelines effectively as the 
Redmen went into their two-minute 
offense. First he hit Flutie for nine, 
then Nick Luisi for seven, and final- 
ly Flutie again for another 11, His 


fourth pass, intended for Jim Kelly, 
was down the middle. But the 6-foot- 
4 junior end never had a chance to 
catch it because the Melrose 
defender climbed all over him. 
Flutie, who told Ghilani he

score, said, ‘'I saw the open space 
and just went for it,"’ He gave credit 
for the hole to tackle George 
Bradley, ‘‘He just moves everyone 
id Flutie.

pass-after conversion attempt and 
trailed by eight.

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ina pioneering medical effort 


BRIGHTON — Tremendous publicity has been 
generaged by the extraordinary maneuver of 
conception in vitro, outside the woman's body 
the so-called ‘‘test tube baby’ method. However, 
a more traditional approach based on the latest 
advancements in microsurgical technology now 
offers many patients the best possible hope of 
achieving pregnancy. 

In particular, microsurgery renders one 
prevalent form of infertility caused by blockage 
of a woman's fallopian tubes highly susceptible to 
cure. 

Among those in the forefront of this pioneering 
medical effort are Newton resident, Dr. John 
Derry, and Dr. Enrique Testa, St, Plizabeth's 
Hospital of Boston staff physicians, who recently 
performed the first fertility microsurgery to take 
place at that hospital 

The Department of Obstetrics and Gynecology 
staffers specialize in treating women with fertili- 
ty problems. On a stormy day weather-wise, that 
handed travelers a long commute, Drs. Derry 
and Testa were oblivious to the elements as they 
focused on hours-long intricate surgery to repair 
fallopian tubes damaged by pelvic infection. 

Their patient was a 28-year old woman, the 
mother of a seven-year old child, who wanted 
another. Husband and wife had been carefully 











evaluated to be certain whether there was no 
other cause for the infertility excepting the 
woman's problem 

In somewhat over four hours, the surgeons pro 
ceeded to section the slender ducts which connect 
ovaries to uterus, cauterize and dissect adhesions 
and realign the tubes, Given the fact that a fallo- 
pian tube is about four inches in length and ap- 
proximates a pencil lead in diameter, delicate 
and precise maneuvers were the order of the day 

Commenting on the procedure Dr. Derry 
noted, “It's the operating microscope which 
makes the surgery possible. It's crucial to suc- 
ces: 

Prior to microsurgery, the success rate for 
such corrective procedures was not high. Along 
with the use of the surgical microscope, invroduc- 
tion of very fine suture material, and improved 
techniques make the difference, Derry said 

Today, microsurgery is performed in a limited 
number of hospitals across the United States. The 
first applications were in the field on 
ophthalmology and neurosurgery 

Dr, Derry said he ts optimistic that there will 
be further expansion of this technology in his own 
field, as well as miltiple adaptions in the realm of 
urology, plastic, hand and similar types of 
surgery which require minute, detailed work.

Indicted in Newton bank heist 


CAMBRIDGE — Indictments were returned by 
the Middlesex grand jury last week, charging a 
59-year old Jamaica Plain man with armed rob- 
bery and confining in connection with a $67,000 
holdup at the Pioneer Financial Bank in Newton 
Lower Falls. 

Indicted on three counts of confining and four 
counts of armed robbery, Palmer A. Gregson, 
also known as Jack Richmond, is expected to be 
arraigned in Superior Court within two weeks 
Gregson, of 110 Childs St., Jamaica Plain, is a 
former cleaning person who worked at the bank. 
No one was injured in the robbery, which ac- 
cording to Newton Police Chief William Quinn 








was the largest Newton bank robbery in the last 
decade. 
Gregson was arrested by Newton police within 


hours of the robbery, He being held at the 
Billerica Jail on $100,000 cash bail. 
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Conviction on the armed robbery charge car- 
ries a maximum sentence of life in a state prison, 

During a probable cause hearing last October, 
bank employees testified Gregson threateed to 
shoot several employeers, whom he held at gun- 
point in the bank at 2276 Washington St. Gregson 
fled from the bank with the cash from the vault 
and cashier drawers, according to accounts of 
the incident. 

Police arrested Gregson at his home where 
they recovered the alleged stolen money. 

Police said Gregson worked for the cleaning 
company employed by the bank but was laid off 
about a month prior to the alleged robbery.

Tougher 


requirements 


for graduation due soon

NEWTON Beginning in 


September, it will be a little tougher 
for graduates of Newton North and 
Newton South to get their sheep- 
skins. 

Both high schools will start phas- 
ing in more rigorous graduation re- 
quirements next year. 

The new requirements will be ful- 
ly effective for the entering class of 
"87. 

The changes come as North 
prepares to make the transition to a 
four-year high School in September 
following South’s two-year lead. 
South became a four-year school in 
September, 1981. 

According to School Committee 
Chairperson Nancy Mann, the stif- 
fer requirements are largely a 
response to many parents’ concern 
that “things were a bit too loose"’ at 
the high schools. 

The differences between the two 
high schools, in terms of course re- 
quirements, ‘‘are being erased,” 
Mann added. 


When the class of '87 enters the 
ninth grade about in about four 
years, class members will be re- 
quired to take an additional math 
course and to pass 67 course 
distribution requirements. 

Currently, students are required 
to pass most of their distribution re- 
quirements, but not all of them. For 
example, students are only required 
to ‘‘take”’ U.S. history. 

At Newton South, students were 
required to take 15 credits in 
English courses, but only had to 
pass 10 credits. 

In addition to passing all course 
requirements, students will be re- 
quired for the first time to take a 
math course before graduating. 

A modified form of the stiffer re- 
quirements will be implemented 
next year for the class of '84 and the 
requirements will be upgraded fur- 
ther for the classes of '85 and ’86. 

Both Newton North Principal 
Marya Levenson and South Prin- 
cipal Ernest Van Seasholes stress 
that the distribution requirements 
represent the minimum exposure a 
student should have in English, 
math, science, the arts, physical 
education or social studies. 
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crease in the required courses for 
the Class of '87, it is not a real in- 
crease since it includes all current 
requirements for ninth graders in 
the junior highs. 

For the class of '87, students will 
be required to pass 100 credits to 
graduate. Distribution re. 
quirements will make up 67 of those 
credits. This is already in effect at 
South for current 9th and 10th 
graders. 

These students will be required to 
take 20 credits of English, 10 credits 
or two years of laboratory science, 
15 credits of social studies, 10 
credits of math, 5 credits in the arts 
and 7 credits in physical education. 

Every five credits translates 
roughly into a one-year course, 

Students will also end up taking 
physical education courses every 
semester except the last one of their 
senior year. 

There will still be no foreign 
language requirement at either 
high school under the new 
guidelines. According to Levenson, 
the decision was made not to bring 
in a foreign language requirement 
because too many students would 
seek waivers. 


For students who do not plan to 
continue their education after high 
school, the requirements will pro- 
vide ‘a grounding in those subjects 
we feel necessary for a good high 
school education,” Levenson said 

Seasholes stressed that the “‘over- 
whelming majority” of students 
take math and pass their distribu 
tion requirements. The new re- 
quirements will be ‘‘a little more 
rigorous” for “a few kids who've 
been sliding by,’’ he added 

For the class of '84, students will 
be required to pass 10 credits of 
English, one year of science, two 
years of social studies and 4 credits 
in physical education. Of the social 
studies courses, state law requires 
that all students take U.S. history 
during high school 

For the classes of '85 and 86 
students will be required to f 
credits of English, two years of a 
laboratory science (one biological 
and one physical), three years of 
social studies and one year in the 
arts. 

Students must also pass one 
yearof. math and 6 credits of 
ysical education.

A way to ease 
impact of 2 1/2 


Some further improvements in Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2 should come during the next 
legislative session to make possible need- 
ed improvements in local services cut to 
the bone. In addition, also faced are 
reasonable living cost raises in places 
where pay scales have been frozen 
because the money just isn’t there. 


We have positive suggestions to make to 
incoming Governor Dukakis and the 1983 
General Court, who must anguish over 
how much to bolster local aid without new 
taxes. Pension and bonded debt amortiza- 
tion should be freed from Proposition 2 1/2 
as a means of making more dollars 
available without breaking down the 2 1/2 
formula. 


The principal argument in favor is that 
these are fixed costs acquired over a 
number of years, thereby not subject to 
current adjustment. A simple way to avoid 
future spending abuse would be to restrict 
the exclusion only to pensions and bond 
commitments already on the books. 


True, the property tax levy would reflect 
additional costs and this is precisely what 
Proposition 2 1/2 was intended to check. 
Effect on home town taxes would be 
relatively small, however, if the state does 
its job properly in assuring an adequate 
flow of local aid while practicing austerity 
on its own. 

There is a sense that the cities and towns 
have really cut to the bone, although there 
is some feeling school budgets suffered 
less than others. State spending hasn’t 
reflected anything close to what has been 
inflicted on the cities and towns. Witness 
the rash of pay raises being handed out not 
only to senators and representatives, but a 
whole clutch of others at various levels in 
the lame duck sugar plum session now 
under way on Beacon Hill. 


Massachusetts isn’t in the same boat as 
California, where Proposition 13 was 
enacted to set off the nationwide austerity 
wave. Less than a decade later, California 
is said by its comptroller to be going broke. 
The huge Sunshine State is under an im- 
pending deficit cloud amounting to some 
$2.5 billion by next June. 


In our own ballpark, the name of the 
game has to be how to preserve benefits 
from disciplines imposed by Proposition 2 
1/2 while making sure municipal services 
are restored to adequate levels and at the 
same time put strong pressure on state 
government to mend its spending ways. 


That bellwether advocacy group, 
Citizens for Limited Taxation, which sired 
2 1/2 and has obtained needed modifica- 
tions, could lend its support to the pension 
and debt exclusion approach in the big 
local aid fight that is certain to be part of 
the State House wrangling next session. 


But most of all, any effective steps i. 
this direction must come from lawmakers 
out in the boondocks who are willing to 
look over the proposal and carry the torch 
where it counts in legislative committee 
action. It is one approach given no atten- 
tion as yet,

Change in county? 


(Editor's note: This editorial is reprinted from 
the Malden Evening News.) 


What may well be the dying gasp of an 
unbelievable aspect of government is presently 
observable in the abuse built into the operations 
of the Middlesex County commissioners. 


Can we expect a more responsible approach to 
their duties when a new member, Bill Schmidt of 
Newton, is sworn in next January, and joins in 
what we hope is a majority of two out of three ge- 
nuinely concerned with doing their jobs without 
the political shenanigans so long characteristic 
of a ruling majority? 


The issue comes down to the question of who's 
in charge. The three commissioners have a long 
time lived with a statute that is at least extraor- 
dinary if not incredible. 


That statute, for all practical purposes, says 
that if the commissioners elected by the people 
of Middlesex County choose not to attent to their 
duties, to vote on issues, carry on their jobs, each 
may have his principal aide, whom he appoints, 
(but who is not elected), serve as a surrogate 
commissioner with all the powers of the elected 
official 

This ‘‘escape’’ statute has made it possible for 
all kinds of abuses to arise in the office of the 
commissioners. These aides, given the power to 

vote as substitute commissioners, but never 
elected by the people, have served to shield the 
ineptitude and the indifference of elected com- 
missioners who have chosen to ignore the oaths 
they have taken. 

Instead, they have carelessly left to their 
aides, who receive more than twice the pay the 
elected commissioners receive annually, deci- 
sion on voting on issues mean and major, small 
and large, important and trivial. 

In fact, these aides themselves may run a duly 
called commission meeting and act as commis- 
sioners, 

The latest and most brazen example of aides 
substituting for the commission came several 
days ago when two of them, acting from Com- 
missioners Michael McLaughlin and John 
Danehy (whose term expires this year) but in the 
presence only of Comm, Thomas Larkin, virtual- 
ly fouled up the new county budget by approving 
it in executive session illegally, and then attemp- 
ting to remedy their improper haste by voting to 
put the budget out for public input. 

That wasn’t bad enough: Larkin, the only one 
of the three commissioners to attend personally 
any of the budget meetings through last week, 
found a few surprises and plenty of questions to 
ask about the aides’ work. 

As William Tuttle, of the East Cambridge 
Bureau of the Lowell Sun reported: 

“A minor budget item such as $2,500 for new 
beds at the Billerica House of Correction masked 
a much larger issue of public concern - over- 
crowding at the already packed institution. 

“When the aides chose to cut the beds to pre- 
vent increased overcrowding, they were making 








a decision which should have been made by the 
commissioners. 

“That budget hearing, abbreviated as it was, 
also revealed some intradepartmental squabbles 
and the jostling that goes on over which 
employees get pay increases. 

‘Maintenance Superintendent Charles 
Rinaldo and his subordinate, County Police Chief 
Paul Cusick, openly fought over pay raises for 
Cusick’s staff which Rinaldo had cut. 

“Again, the aides’ decision to support 
Rinaldo's recommendation was clearly a policy 
decision made on behalf of the commissioners, 
despite tha fact that it was partially reversed at 
the hearing. 

“At the public hearing, Larkin referred to the 
aides’ meeting as a “budget committee’? which 
had not only recommended and not approved the 
budget. 

“Tronically, if they were officially constituted 
as a “‘committee,"’ the aides would be required to 
hold public meetings under the provisions of the 
open meeting law. 

“Whether they meet as budget committee, ac- 
ting commissioners, or simply aides, however, is 
unimportant. The aides make policy decisions on 
behalf of the commissioners, and with their 
authority. 

“Tt also makes little difference whether the 
aides or the commissioners make the actual 
decisions, only that the decision be made in 
public session. 

“The public has a right to know how public of- 
ficials - appointed as well as elected - arrive at a 
decision, not simply what the final decision is.” 

But what is equally important, is that the uni- 
que authority to have surrogates vote for absent 
commissioners is a law given right, enacted 
some years ago in a different time, but never- 
theless an evasion of what one would expect 
elected officials would consider their primary 
responsibility. The statue serves to subvert the 
proper requirement that an elected official 
should not accept the escape of having a 
secretary vote go for him on matters general and 
specific, 

While we are sure that there will be a reluc- 
tance to abolish the long-standing surrogate law - 
about which both Tom Larkin and Bill Schmidt 
have made informal commitments they will try 
to get repealed - there is no excuse for not mak- 
ing it a ‘dead letter’’ in the meantime. 

That can be done by at least these two commis- 
sioners making certain they attend the duly call- 
ed meetings of the county commissioners and act 
in person as voting members, instead of failing 
to show up and allowing their aides to cast votes 
for them, 

We believe the surrogate system demeans the 
office to which the commissioners have been 
elected for four-year terms. 

It serves to create many of the problems of 
confusion and distrust which has often 
characterized public attitudes towards the com- 
missioners of Middlesex County and the whole 
county system of government.

This was the message a state Department of 
Education official emphasized to Newton South 
High School students Thursday during a discus- 
sion of student rights 

“Tf no rules exist then I urge you to get a group 
together to write them,”’ said George Perry of the 
department's student services division. 

Perry and Debbie Weil were invited by the 
Enrichment Program to discuss the legal rights 
of students and ways of creating school rules. 

Perry explained to the group of 40 students that 
no state-wide school rules exist because 
Massachusetts school districts function 
autonomously. 

“It's up to individual schools to decide what is 
important to them,” he said. 

South students are not allowed to walk through 
hallways during class hours or use rest rooms 
when they have a class, two regulations which 
students said are unfair. 

“There's two ways of looking at rules. Are they 
fair and are they legal. Any rule is legal so long 
as it does not discriminate against anyone. For 
instance, there can’t be separate hall policies for 
boys," Perry explained. 

Perry suggested that students discuss the rules 
with administrators. Meanwhile students should 
ask permission for exemptions from policies 
rather than violate them without alerting a 
teacher or administrator, he advised 

A student asked if school rules are actually ef- 
fective. Weil explained that they are valid if ap- 
proved by the district school committee and filed

with the State Education Department. 

Participation by school staff and parents is 
helpful to students when they are creating school 
rules, 

“Student involvement is very successful when 
it is done carefully and is well-researched,’ Weil 
said 

The benefits of administrative and parental 
support are two-fold, according to Perry. By 
working together to create a handbook on 
students rights, the handbook becomes ‘‘the 
school’s handbook,” rather than ‘‘the students’ 
handbook,"’ he said. Also, by including ad- 
ministrators, parents and teachers in the rule- 
making committee, students are offered 
divergent views on solving various problems 

The Newton School Committee has approved 
guidelines for South students provided in ‘The 
Orange Line,” a handbook published annually for 
parents. The 30-page book includes a disciplinary 
guide for students in addition to general school in- 
formation. Students also have the Representative 
Council for discussing school problems. 

A student expressed concern about his right to 
privacy of his locker. 

















Police officers need a warrant to search school 
lockers, Perry said. But if officers have 
reasonable suspicion that, for example, illegal 
drugs are inside a locker they can conduct a 
search without a warrant. 





“Schools have no obligation to cooperate with 
police officers without a warrant. But if you plan 
on bringing stuff to school, plan on somebody 
coming in and looking at it someday,” Perry

Getting the business way down south

WEST NEWTON — James Nelson Goodsell 
walked into a store in Argentina to buy 
toothpaste. A clerk told him to see the 
“toothpaste clerk’’ and pointed toward a counter. 

Goodsell approached the toothpaste clerk. 
“What kind do you want?" she asked Goodsell. 
“What kind do you have?" he responded. 

She opened a cabinet to show him the selection. 
He asked for the Colgate. “We don’t have Col- 
gate,’’ she said. “What's that?’’ Goodsell asked, 
pointing to the Colgate tube. ‘It’s empty,’’ she 
replied. 

Goodsell decided to try an unfamiliar 
toothpaste and handed the toothpaste clerk local 
currency. 

“We don’t have change,” she said, Goodsell left 
the store without toothpaste after a 15 minute 
ordeal. 

Such ineffective business methods contribute 
to economic decline in Argentina, said Goodsell, 
Latin American correspondent for The Christian 
Science Monitor. 

Goodsell, 52, spoke Thursday night at the 
Unitarian Church and he focused on Argentina, 
Brazil and Mexico as examples of economic con- 
ditions throughout the 30 Latin nations.

the walls’’ are among the greatest problems, 
Goodsell said. 

Though plagued by an $81 million foreign debt 
and an inflation rate of 280 percent, Argentina 
has the resources for a healthy economy but 
lacks effective business techniques, Goodsell 
said. 

“Argentina ought to be making it but it isn’t. 
It's slipping steadily into a Third World status. 
Nobody will listen to anyone else," Goodsell said. 

Argentinians need to work harder in order to 
overcome the economic decline that has occurred 
since 1945, Goodsell said. 

While Argentina declines, it's huge northern 
neighbor, Brazil, is quietly becoming ‘‘a major 
power’’ experiencing tremendous economic 
growth, said Goodsell. 

Brazil, the world’s eighth largest economy, is 
among the largest producers of airplanes, soy 
bean, blue jeans and is a formidable rival to 
Florida orange growers. Brazil has begun cutting 
imports and increasing exports. It uses more 
gasahol than gasoline and has built several large 
hydroelectric systems, Goodsell said. 

However Brazil has accumulated the world’s 
highest ($85 million) foreign debt. Millions still 
live in poverty. And like other Latin American 
nations, Brazil has a human rights problem 

Brazilians were “impressed” with President 
Ronald Reagan during his recent Latin American 
tour, Goodsell said. 

“Reagan preformed well and the Brazilians 
loved it,’’ he said 

Goodsell compared Reagan to President John 
F. Kennedy when he also toured Latin America 
on a goodwill visit. Goodsell said Reagan ad- 
vocated a partnership between the two nations. 

“T think he (Reagan) meant it,’’ Goodsell said. 

Brazil will ‘‘continue to take off through the 
20th century” Goodsell said. 

Mexico’s outlook is gloomier. In addition to an 
$81 million foreign debt, Goodsell said, wide- 
spread corruption saps an estimated $20-30 
billion annually from the Mexican economy. 

Newly-elected Mexican President Miguel De la 
Madrid called it Mexico's greatest problem. 

Goodsell said a few Mexican politicians live in 
enormous marble mansions worth millions of 
dollars. Meanwhile many Mexicans live in pover- 
ty or migrate by the millions into the U.S. in 
search of work. 

“Mexico will not fold up because it is in the 
United State’s interest not to let it do so,” he said.

threatened here by 
tonight.”’ 

Director of Support Services for 
the schools, Roy Cornelius, has said

The Hyde community isn’t taking 
the latest committee action lightly 
after going without needed space 
and working on several plans, in- 
cluding shared use of the burned 
building for classrooms and state- 
funded handicapped housing for the 
Boston Center for Independent Liv- 
ing. 

Over 120 Hyde residents attended 
the meeting at South High and 
many voiced opposition to either 
further delay or redistricting.

And the talk of saving the in- 
surance money for the city coffers 
outrages many Newton Highlands 
residents. 

“The insurance that covered the 
Hyde School was bought to protect 
that building, and we think that try- 
ing to La from the calamity that

befell the school and the community 
in April 1981 is a misuse of those 
funds,” Jeffrey Swope, co-president 
of Hyde's PTA, said 

“Apparently the aldermen, in- 
cluding their Finance Committee, 
which is no shirker in watching the 
city treasury, agree,’’ Swope said, 
“because they all voted unanimous- 
ly” for the multiple use plan. 

Also at issue, residents stress, is 
the structure of the burned building 
and a temporary roof must be put 
on immediately to protect it 

However, the committee voted 
only to gather more information on 
redistricting by their Jan. 24 
meeting. They voted down 5-3 a mo- 
tion to send a letter to Mayor Manr 
requesting the temporary roof. 

Even vocal supporters of the 
multiple use plan — Robert Ricles,

Members of the Board of 
Aldermen, Gentile said, ‘‘are going 
to look at us and think we're crazy” 
when they see the vote to consider 
redistricting which results in an ex- 
penditure of an estimated $12,000 
for a temporary roof.

CHESTNUT HILL — Rev. Francis Paul 
Prucha, S.J., a professor of history at Marquette 
University, has been named Thomas I. Gasson 
Professor of History at Boston College for the 
1983-84 academic years, announced Rev. Joseph 
R. Fahey, S.J., academic vice president and dean 
of faculties at Boston College. 

In announcing the appointment, Fr. Fahey 
noted, ‘Fr. Prucha will bring a unique dimension 
to Boston College. He is an expert in the history of 
the American Indian and the effects of United 
States policy and westward expansion on native 
Americans.”

“Committee pushes 
to clarify process 
for tax abatements 


NEWTON Members of the aldermanic 
Revaluation Subcommittee have expressed their 
concern that some taxpayers might be confused 
as to the deadlines for filing for property tax 
abatements and exemptions. 

Certain members were surprised to learn from 
Assessor Henry ‘‘Hank”’ Brady that applications 
for abatements had to be filed every year, 
whether or not they were approved. 

Taxpayers had 30 days from the date they 
received their tax bills to refile for an abatement. 
The deadline was November 30. 


The subcommittee has requested that Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann petition the Department of 
Revenue for a dispensation from the letter of the 
law to allow taxpayers who might have been con- 
fused about the deadline to refile late. 


According to Brady, as of December 1, 2,661 of 
the 3,468 applications for F Y83 abatements were 
actually refiled F Y82 applications. 


Those persons who either had their abatement 
applications denied or are dissatisfied with the 
assessors’ final judgement have 90 days from the 
date they received their notice to appeal to the 
state Appellate Tax Board. 


The application deadline for filing for exemp- 
tions and deferrals is February 1, 1983, Brady 
said. 


There is no deadline for filing for a hardship ex- 
emption, he added, emphasizing that persons 
seeking such an exemption would rule it out if 
they somehow managed to pay their taxes before 
their application was ruled on.

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Block grant distribution unchallenged 


NEWTON The Newton Planning and 
Development Board’s (NPDB) plans for spen 
ding, more than $2 million in federal funds in the 
next fiscal year came out of a public hearing last 
week at Newton North uncriticized and unchang 


ed 

The largest slice of $2,099,000 in federal Com- 
munity Development Block Grant funds, 
$750,200, will go toward the rehabilitation of hous- 
ing in the city. 

A total of $236,350 will be used to provide low in- 
terest and deferred payment loans to low and 
middle income homeowners in Nonantum and 
Newton Corner. Those two areas were designated 
as ‘neighborhoods with the highest level of iden- 
tified housing need.” 

Another $236,350 has been earmarked for low- 
interest and deferred-payment loans to low- and 
moderate-income homeowners throughout the 
rest of the city. Owners of rental properties are 
eligible for this assistance if the rehabilitation 
will benefit a majority of low- to moderate- 
income persons. 

Under a Historic District Funding Program, 
$40,000 will be allocated to loans for external 
repairs to “historically significant property” 
owned by low- and moderate-income persons. 
The Upper Falls Historical District will get 
preference in the granting of these low interest or 
deferred payment loans.

Other projected expenditures for the coming 
fiscal year include $272,200 for the acquisition 
and development of housing projects for low- and 
middle-income families, the elderly and the han 
dicapped. The handicapped housing at the Hyde 
School will get preference over other projects for 
these funds. 

A concerted effort to create more curb cuts and 
eliminate other architectural barriers to the han- 
dicapped will receive $25,000 of the federal funds 
The money will be spent on public facilities and 
non-profit institutions.

Mayor stumps for trash plan 


OAK HILL — Mayor Theodore Mann used an 
address last week to Newton South High School 
students as an opportunity to advocate private 
trash collection for Newton. 

Mann, who was invited by the school’s Enrich- 
ment Program to discuss his role in government, 
said the city would save $3 million over the next 4 
\% years by switching from the city-operated 
Sanitation Department to a private firm 

About 50 students were told by Mann that no ci- 
ty workers would lose their jobs as a result of the 
switch. Mann said positions would be lost through 
attrition and workers would have first choice of 
jobs as well as increased wages with a private 
company. 

Mann also discussed with students his role 
government and how the mayor functions with 


other areas of government. 

Among the important tasks facing public 
sevants today is deciding how to distributed 
diminishing public funds and finding ways to 
utilize school buildings in the wake of decreasing 
school enrollment, Mann said. 

“These are hard times for people to live in,” 
said the mayor, noting that 4,000 Newton families 
are below the poverty level and scores of other 
families are on the borderline of poverty. 

Mann conceded that the role of government is 
not the most exciting topic to high school 
students, but he urged them to become involved 
in its processes. 

“Tt’s one of the most important subjects you 
will have to deal with throughout your years,” he 
said.

McGrath claims trash 


company is being ‘used’

NEWTON Is the private trash firm caught 
in a battle between the sanitation department, 
the aldermen and the administration only a tool 
being used by the administration in negotiating 
with the workers ? 

“TI believe they (SCA) have been used as a col- 
lective bargaining tool, a steel gauntlet, with the 
sanitation department,”’ said Alderman Richard 
McGrath at last week’s Public Facilities Com- 
mittee meeting 

SCA is a Boston based firm which is the lowest 
bidder for collecting city trash at a savings to the 
city said to be nearly $3 million over 4 ears, by 
Mayor Theodore Mann, but the firm is caught in 
a battle for funding the plan. 

“We believe it was an honest effort by the city 
to ask for bids and it is difficult being caught up in 
a political turmoil,’’ said SCA Corporate Com- 
munications Director Joseph Boron. 

Boron said his firm has invested more than 
$10,000 in practice scenarios of actually picking 
up resident's trash and other expenses to present 
a bid according to the city bidding specifications 
for the trash pian. He says his firm wants to do 
business with the city. 








“A city puts out a request for a proposal and we 
determine if it’s for real, said Boron. Many times 
they use us as a negotiating tool, he said. 

Boron said his firm can save the city money 
and said the real issue is a labor issue. 

Labor officials, city administration and a 
number of aldermen met Wednesday for four 
hours in an attempt to hammer out an alternative 
trash proposal by Local 800 union represen- 
tatives. 

Last week aldermen voted not to take any ac- 
tion on the trash plan until after today and labor 
has been given a chance to present a viable trash 
plan. 

McGrath said the administration and labor 
have been asked not to comment on the negotia- 
tions, but aldermen were not prevented from 
commenting. 

“Without analysis they (the union) made a 
very attractive proposal that is very competitive 
with private industry,” said McGrath. 

The proposal being put forth by the union con- 
sists partially of a four day work week, according 
to McGrath. More meetings are expected early 
next week, he added.

“The nuclear freeze movement is based on 
educated ignorance.” 

By educated ignorance, Tuvim said he meant 
that Americans think they know what is happen- 
ing in the Soviet Union but really do not. 


‘The major goal of the Soviet system is the 
elimination of democracy,”’ he said. ‘The major 
goal (of the system) is to control its own people 
Democracy, by its very existence, threatens the 
Soviet system.” 

Tuvim said the Soviets, rather than using all- 
out war, work toward their goals by taking ad- 
vantage of tension among Amer n allies, confu 
sion and wars in the Third World 

“They always make small steps which are 
small enough not to provoke the U.S.,”’ he said 

Tuvim said that British appeasement of Hitler 
was the cause of World War II and said that the 
nuclear freeze movement could have the same ef. 
fect. 

“What kind of message does this give the 
Soviet Union?" he asked. ‘The policy of appease- 
ment only makes the agressor more agressive.” 

















Tuvim also called the freeze movement 
“counter-productive’’ and ‘“‘irresponsible 
games." 


Before last month's election, a proponent of the 
freeze had spoken to the students and was 
greeted with skepticism. Although not all 
students seemed to agree with Tuvim yesterday, 
many did appear more attentive to his 
statements 

One student asked why more nuclear weapons 
are needed when there are already enough to 
destroy the world. Tuvim said American nuclear 
delivery systems are becoming old and outdated 
and must be modernized, such as the Soviets are 
doing. 

Another student asked whether the U.S. should 
take advantage of the U.S.S.R.'s weaknesses. 

“The only way to secure your future is to sup- 
port internal unrest in the Soviet Union,’’ he 
agreed. ‘‘To support dissidence in the Soviet 
Union.”

Mt. Ida offers 
4-year program 
in vet science 


NEWTON CENTRE To answer a need 
among New England veterinarians for more 
qualified paraprofessional help, Mount Ida Col- 
lege will offer a four-year bachelor of science 
degree in Veterinary Technology 

The program is made possible by a cooperative 
arrangement with Tufts University School of 
Veterinary Medicine, which will augment the 
teaching staff and provide settings for hands-on 
clinical training 

According to Dr. James Martin, dean of the 
Senior College at Mount Ida, the school has just 
received approval from the Massachusetts Board 
of Regents to add a fourth-year, bachelor degree 
capstone to its existing three-year Veterinary 
Technician program which culminates in an 
associate degree. 

The new bachelor degree program will have an 
estimated enrollment of 20-25 students annually, 
and the college will graduate its first class of 
veterinary technologists in the spring of 1984. 

Says Dean Martin, ‘‘Mount Ida is now the only 
school in Massachusetts to offer a bachelor 
degree in the field of Veterinary Technology, and 
the only school in New England to offer a four- 
year degree and an affiliation with a veterinary 
school.” 

The veterinary technician, three-year pro- 
gram, offers a theoretical background with basic 
science courses. The fourth year of training in- 
cludes rotating externships at three Tufts- 
affiliated clinical facilities: the school’s Large 
Animal Hospital in Grafton, where students will 
learn handling of horses and farm animals; the 
U.S.D.A. Human Nutrition Research Center for 
the Aging at Tufts, where students gain ex- 
perience in the humane care and handling of 
laboratory animals; and a small animal clinical 
site to be designated.

NEWTON — The presentation of 
the Booster Awards to athletes in 
eight sports highlighted Newton 
South’s 1982 Fall Athletic Banquet 
Wednesday night in the High School 
Auditorium.

FRAMINGHAM, Mass. (UPI) 
When 5-year-old Kimberly Cochran 
sees a picture of President Reagan, 
she exclaims, ‘‘That’s the man who 
made daddy lose his job!"’ 

Maria, used to her husband's look 
of discouragement as he begins 
another futile day of job hunting, 
says gently, “Danny, don’t expect too 
much." 

Danny Cochran, who once regard- 
ed his job on the General Motors 
assembly line as a ‘“‘rock of securi- 
ty,”’ fears the tidy future he had plan- 
ned has been shattered by the shut- 
down of New England's only 
automobile assembly plant. 

With the recession and foreign 
competition battering the country’s 
automotive industry, Massachusetts 
has not been spared — 3,400 workers 
have been laid off. 

Cochran, 24, represents the most 
battered group — the young. Almost 
one-third of the employees at the 
plant have less than 10 years of ex- 
perience, ineligible for the generous 
company benefits due those with 
more seniority 

With his unemployment compensa- 
tion running out, Cochran’s despera- 
tion for a job - ny job” — grows 
daily. The bountiful Christmas he 
wanted for Maria, Kimberly and 4- 
year-old Pamela will have to wait for 
another year 

“These are the times when 
Christmas should be so special, when 
the children are young,” Cochran 
says, sitting in the United Auto 
Workers office. 

Cochran says his only hope for the 
holiday is that he will be among the 
830 workers at the Framingham 
plant who have exhausted benefits 
and are entitled to a special $300 pay- 
ment announced by the company. 

“T've filled out 63 applications in 
six weeks and haven't been contacted 
by anyone,” he s. Although he is a 
licensed electrician, Cochran is will- 
ing to ‘do anything." 

‘When you're afraid your family 
will go hungry, there’s not much 
choice,”’ Cochran says, “It’s a mat- 
ter of survival.” 

The plant shut down on Oct, 1 
because sales of Chevrolet Celebrity 
and Pontiac 6000 models assembled

at the plant were slow. Plant officials 
indicated the plant could reopen in 
April, but they are no longer making 
any forecasts. 

Tom Berthiaume, vice president of 
the United Auto Workers Local 422, 
predicts August at the earliest. 

Although Framingham is the se- 
cond largest retail center in New 
England following Boston, the layoffs 
are already having a negative effect 
on the town, 

“Many people on the Golden Mile 
(an extensive shopping area) are 
complaining their business is off,’’ 
says John Del Prete, a member of the 
Board of Selectmen. Restaurant 
owners near the plant have been hit 
hard and gasoline stations report a 20 
percent drop in customers. 

If the plant isn’t back in operation 
within the next few months, Del 
Prete predicts ‘‘the impact on sales 
will be dramatic." 

Chamber of Commerce officials 
say the fiscal problems will jolt 
several other communities as well. 

While 39 percent of the workers live 
in Middlesex County, 29 percent 
come from Worcest 18 percent 
frorn Norfolk County and 14 percent 
commute from Rhode Island. The 
payroll last year at the plant was 
$89.4 million, and 15.7 million w 
spent to purchase goods and services 
from 542 local suppliers. 

What is most devastating to 
Cochran and his colleagues is the 
prospect that the plant sprawling 
over three miles may not open at all. 

The assembly line that Cochran 
thought ‘would never stop’ has been 
reduced to a skeleton. 

There are no cars suspended in 
various stages of completion, no 
parts awaiting transplant into a new 
vehicle, no workers concentrating on 
their $12-an-hour jobs and no sound 
without the clamor of machinery and 
chatter. 

Only the occasional chirping of 
birds who have found their way into 























the plant breaks the ominous silence. 
Trucks and other equipment used to 
transport the completed cars stand 
idle outside. 

Only 125 personnel and financial 
employees show up each day, mostly 
to process forms for the laid-off 
workers. Many describe the at- 
mosphere as ‘‘gloomy and depress- 
ing,'’ made worse by the possibility 
they too may join the unemployed. 


Cochran, doing chores for the 
landlord in case he cannot pay the 
rent on his apartment, staunchly 
places the blame for his plight on 
Reaganomics 

Reagan ‘“‘gives so much away in 
foreign aid and then suggests cutting 
back on unemployment compensa- 
tion, He is totally out of touch with 
reality, actually believing we don’t 
really want to work,” Cochran says, 
wringing his hands. 

“I don’t have the time to wait for 
1984”’ and Reagan’s possible defeat 
for a solution, Cochran says. ‘I need 
ajob now.” 

Cochran fears the stability and 
security once synonymous with an 
auto industry job is gone. 

“T thought I had everything,” he 
recalls, ‘‘a terrific wife, two beautiful 
little girls, a salary that once reached 
$28,000 and plans for our first home.” 








‘Some days I have to force myself 
to get up out of bed, go through the 
newspaper ads and head out again, to 
keep going and try not to let the ten- 
sion’’ wrack the family. 

Under the company plan, benefits 
drop sharply for those with the least 
seniority. Workers with 20 or more 
years get benefits equal to about 95 
percent of their regular yearly 
salary. Those with at least 15 years 
get 75 percent. 

Pete Peterson, spokesman for 
General Motors in New England but 
based in Buffalo, N.Y., says he 
“can't make projections’’ on a 
reopening date.

“Tt all depends upon the recovery 
of the domestic automobile market,” 
Peterson sa We had to curtail 
production at Framingham when we 
were building more than we were 
selling.” 

“But we are hoping to get some 
good news,’’ Peterson says. ‘‘Then 
the whole place will come to life 

Although Berthiaume, A Worcester 
resident, has worked for General 
Motors for 19 years and is not feeling 
the economic crisis facing the young 
employees, he says that if the plant 
does not open again it will be those in 
his age bracket who suffer most 

“T still have a mortgage to pay off, 
a daughter in college and a son in 
high school,’’ Berthiaume says. ‘I’m 
in a better position now, but who is 
going to employ a 49-year-old man” if 
the plant stays closed. 

Berthiaume also notes that many 
of his colleagues were hired at a time 
when a high school diploma wasn’t 
even necessary, making future 
employment prospects even more 
dismal. 

Berthiaume contends the only way 
“to turn things around for the auto in- 
dustry’’ is through passage of the 
Fair Practices in Automotive Pro- 
ducts Act, legislation that would re- 
quire foreign auto companies that 
sell cars in the United States to build 
some of them in the country as well. 

“After all, every major auto pro- 
ducing nation already has taken 
some form of government action to 
prevent erosion of its auto industry 





















except the United States,’ Ber- 
thiaume says. 
While the UAW cannot tap its 


strike fund in this situation, Ber- 
thiaume says the union is hoping to 
raise enough money to help workers 
like Cochran by requesting donations 
from workers still on the job in Con- 
necticut, New Hampshire and New 
York. 

‘All we're asking for is one hour's 
pay,’’ Berthiaume says, ‘‘and that 
should amount to quite a bit.”” 

Contending the UAW ‘“‘must be 
prepared for the worst,"’ Berthiaume 
says the union in Framingham is 
negotiating for canned foods and fuel 
to be resold to members at the lowest 
possible cost or given away when 
ne sary and is arranging for job 
retraining programs ‘‘just in case."

WEST NEWTON — Christmas is not a weleom- 
ed holiday for everyone 

For some Jews, the Christmas season can be 
an emotionally difficult time because so much 
emphasis is placed on the Christian holiday. 

“We are a minority and we are feeling the 
pressure at this time,’’ said Rachel Reck of the 
Jewish Family and Children’s Service (JF&CS). 

Reck led a recent discussion at Temple Shalom 
on how Jewish parents can deal with their 
children during the Christmas season.

NEWTON — With survey results 
from parents of pre- 
kindergarteners now in hand, the 
Newton schools are about to go into 
the recruiting business. 


In his previous job as superinten- 
dent of the Pelham, N.Y. schools, 
Newton Superintendent John Strand 
used ‘‘aggressive recruiting” 
techniques to try to prevent parents 
from entering their children in 
private schools. Monday night the 
School Committee gave Strand the 
green light to use some of the same 
approaches with Newton parents. 

The School Department survey of 


707 parents of four-year-olds reveal- 
ed that 67 percent of the 625 parents 
who responded are firm in their 
commitment to send their child to 
public school kindergarten next 
year. 

ames of all parents with four- 
year-olds were obtained from the 
most recent census report. 

Sixteen percent said they were 
undecided and 17 percent said they 
planned to start their children in 
private schools next year. 

Projections for the size of next 
year’s kindergarten c! are for 
639 students. Only 417 parents

compensate for the lack of Christams festivities 
her friends were enjoying by trying to make 
Hanukkah a very special time. 

“But I was not fooled by their attempt to build 
up Hanukkah,” Allen said. 

Rosch and others said they were trying to in- 
still in their children a strong sense of their 
Judaism, positive feelings that will not be shaken 
during the Christmas holiday. 

What angers these parents is presumptuous 
comments by store clerks and others who wrong- 
ly assume that they celebrate Christmas. “What 
is Santa Claus bringing you for Christmas?” 
strangers sometimes ask children. 

“People are always saying things like that to 
my children,” said a Newton woman, who asked 
that her name not be used. 

“I’m having trouble dealing with that. That's 
why I am here. I don’t want my daughter to re- 
ject herself. I’m wondering what she is feeling,” 
the woman told the group. 

Parents should immediately correct people 
who make similar comments and explain the in- 
cident to their children, participants said. 
Parents help their children feel positive about 
their Judaism by actively dealing with these 
situations, Reck said. 

Most of the participants said they enjoy looking 
at Christmas lights and ornaments, but they 
think stores and schools place too much emphasis 
on Christmas. 

Irv Plotkin of Lexington said he objects to 
displaying religious symbo ich as the Nativi- 
ty scene, in local city and town halls or other 
public buildings because it emphasizes the 
minority position of Jews in the United States. 

“At minimum it’s insensitive,” he said, 

His wife, Janet, said she enjoys looking at 
homes decorated for Christmas and she wants 
their children to enjoy the aesthetic beauty of 
holiday decorations. But she said she is 
disheartened by the way schools celebrate 
Christmas and objected to how her children’s 
school planned a recent holiday event, The 
presentation contained only one Hanukkah song. 

“It was geared more toward Christmas. If 
there has to be a celebration in school, then there 
should be balance because the holidays occur at 
the same time," she said.

If ever there was a time for the voter to 
lose total confidence in his or her elected 
officials it is now. 

State Sen. Allan McKinnon became so 
disgusted with the pre-holiday free-for-all 
in the State House he took to the floor Mon- 
day and urged his colleagues to do the 
voters a favor and go home early for 
Christmas. 

McKinnon stood up, verbally blasted his 
colleagues for their abuse of power and 
received headlines for it. Why should it be 
so unusual that an elected official takes the 
floor out of concern for the poor, neglected 
taxpayer? 

Ah, but the spoils of the ‘lame duck’’ 
session on Beacon Hill have drawn few 
critics from the legislative ranks since it is 
a time to pay back favors and put the snout 
into the trough. 

Judges are urged to retire early, before 
the governor leaves office, with an inflated 
pension promised.

NEWTON — The Middlesex County Advisory 
Board last week passed a $1.8 million supplemen- 
tal budget, the bulk for 6-percent wage increases 
for nonunion workers and approximately $700,000 
for energy improvements in district courts and 
Cambridge Superior Court. 

The amount was in addition to the regular $23.6 
million county budget. 

With 28 municipalities present in the meeting 
held at City Hall, the supplement passed by a 
slim margin after the board summoned Lincoln 
Selectman Beth Sutherland to the meeting and 
called Paul Giunta, Waltham City Council presi- 
dent from another meeting. 

Newton Mayor Theodore Mann and Giunta 
voted for the budget, except for wage increases 
for nonunion county workers. They said they 
could not vote in favor of county wages higher 
than those offered to city workers. 

Pay hikes affect the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles, Middlesex County Extension Service, 
county correction institutions and the county 
commissioners’ office.

Good advice 
offered about 
winter driving

NEWTON Winter is finally rearing its 
blustery head making commuter travel hazar- 
dous 

Snow fell Sunday afternoon and Superintendent 
of Streets Frederick Arata said, ‘We are salting 
sanding for now.’ 
Saying the city has 
since October, Arata has 
combat the snow. More 
lable, he added 
According to Newton Police Officer Walter 
Otowchi of the traffic bureau, the best way to 
prepare for winter travel, is to have your car in 
‘tiptop condition.” 

This means the engine needs to be tuned up, 
radiator hoses shouldn't have any crac the 
radiator needs antifreeze and snow tires are a 
must, says Otowchits. 

‘A majority of people have snow tires 
some die-hards don’t use them - ever, 
Otowchits. 

In heavy snow, start at least a half hour early 
so you can drive slowly, which is the best way to 
avoid accidents and ‘“‘fender benders,’’ says 
Otowchits. 

“Tf you do skid turn your wheels in the direction 
you are skidding to straighten out,’’ says 
Otowchits. Use brakes judiciously and coast to 
stop signs, the officer adds. 

The State police say use common sense, cau- 
tion and don’t panic if you slip when driving on 
icy roads. 

“Salt is not being used as 
roads as it was in the past Dick Hoover of 
the American Automobile Association (AAA). 

Burlington for instance has outlawed salt and 
Hoover says the state department of public works 
is using less salt per lane mile than previous 
years. 

Snowy or icy road surfaces make steering dif- 
ficult, requiring constant attention to your driv- 
ing to keep control of your car, says the AAA. By 
braking carefully, driving slow and avoiding sud- 
den turns and stops you shouldn't skid 

If you do find yourself skidding the AAA recom- 
mends the following steps to regain control of the 
vehicle. 

¢ Shift your car into neutral or declutch in 
manual cars 

« Steer in the same direction of the skid.

In a letter to Deputy Mayor James 
Hickey, Mason also said the Cousens 
fund accumulated $300,000 in earned in- 
come from the fund, according to Shick. 





“This was Mason’s main concern, 
what will happen with it (the interest in- 
come) and not to allow it to happen 
again,”’ said Shick.

Shick stated at Wednesday's meeting, 
“It is not Mason's opinion the money 
has to go to a hospital at this time."’ 

Mason also stated in the letter to 
Hickey the city treasurer does not have 
any authority to interfere with the 
trustees. 















“The treasurer has no authority to in- 
terfere with the decision of the trustees 
according to his own interpretation of 
the terms of the Cousens will,’’ said 
Mason is his letter to Hickey.

NEWTON — Senior citizens will 
be riding the T for a dime as the 
result of legislation sponsored by 
Rep.

The new law does not affect zoned 
buses, express bus service and com- 
muter rail service, for which 
seniors will still pay half fare. In ad- 
dition, seniors will still be required 
to display the MBTA identification 
badge, which is available from the 
MBTA for 50 cents.

The Totem Pole was called by Variety, the Hollywood newspaper, ‘the 
most beautiful ball room in America 

By all reports, Totem Pole was the one place where parents did not have 
to worry about their children. 

According to old newspaper articles about Totem Pole, a young woman 
could be sure she was special if a young man invited her to the Totem Pole 

Its impeccable reputation for respectability is credited to the late 
Thomas Gill, its former operator. 

Mr. Gill had very high ideals,’’ said Harry Paul, the park’s long-time 
public relations representative, 

One evening when Benny Goodman was playing, a group of single men 
#athered by the stage and became rowdy, according to Paul. Following 
that incident Mr. Gill only admitted couples, properly dressed, into the 
Totem Pole 

The stags were too much trouble. This way a fellow would take his best 
girl there. When a band played romantic tunes, all the couples ran to the 
dance floor, When they played a jitterbug, everyone sat down again,” Paul 
remembered 

That observation encouraged Mr. Gill to feature only ballroom music at 
the Totem Pole, Paul said. 

Liquor was never sold at th 

























Totem Pole. Only sodas and soft drinks and 
snacks were available, which also comforting to parents 
Paul remembers that Wellesley College students were once required to to 
have a chaperone on dates to places such as the Copley Plaza Hotel in 
Boston 
But if she signed out that she was going to the Totem Pole, no chaperone 

was necessary. Mr. Gill ran that place with a firm hand,”’ Paul said 

When the as popular music switched from Big Band to rock and roll, the 
Totem Pole lost its appeal and by 1964 closed its doors. A year later a 
suspicious three-alarm blaze destroyed the gracious hall worth an 
estimated million dollars. 

The amusement park also became unprofitable in the early 1960s and 
closed 











The Norumbega land was owned by a trust including Perini Co. and Peter 
Kanavos when the fire destroyed the Totem Pole. Ten acres were then 
under option to the Marriott Motor Hotel Co. which sought to build a $4 
million facility there. 


Local residents opposed to the hotel construction then had filed suit to 
stop the zone changes. Eventually the zoning change was approved and the 
Marriott opened its doors in 1969, 





The Nov. 10 fire began shortly before midnight while Newton firefighters 
were enjoying their annual ball at another facility. Many firefighters 
fought the blaze still dressed in their evening clothes as hundreds of spec- 
tators watched the building burn until the early morning 

Numerous newspaper reports noted that spectators watched more than a

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Owners will exhibit meteorite which hit house 


WETHERSFIELD, Conn, (UPI) — Robert 
and Wanda Donahue, owner of a 6-pound 
meteorite that dropped from space and 
crashed into their living room Nov. 8, want 


to exhibit the cosmic specimen for 
Wethersfield residents. 
The meteorite was returned to the 


Donahues last week by Dr. Roy S. Clarke 
Jr., curator of meteorites at the Smithso- 
nian Institution's Museum of Natural 
History in Washington. 

“Wethersfield 1982" now rests in the 
vault of a Hartford bank while the 
Donahues decide what to do with their rare 
find, 

“We're trying to arrange with the public 
library to put it on display,” Mrs, Donahue 


said. “The people in town should have the 
first opportunity to see it. After that, we're 
not sure.” 

Preliminary study by Clarke and other 
scientists shows the meteorite may be a 
cosmic cousin to a meteorite which fell on 
Wethersfield 11 years ago. 

“Wethersfield 1971" crashed through the 
roof of Paul J. Cassarino'’s house, about a 
mile from the Donahues. Cassarino gave 
the meteorite to the Smithsonian 

“They are of the same, identical class 
and thus are probably related back in 
space and time, But how close that rela- 
tionship is is hard to know,” Clarke said of 
the two space rocks, 

He said both meteorites were L-6 chon 


drites, the most common type found on 
earth. A leading theory is 1-6 chondrites 
come from the same region of a ‘parent 
body" now orbiting the earth in an asteroid 
belt. 

David H. Menke, director of the Coper- 
nicus Observatory at Central Connecticut 
State College, believes Wethersfield 1982 
was part of a 50-pound meteorite that broke 
up over the northwest corner of the state 

He said other pieces may have fallen in a 
10-mile radius of Hartford 

“We've had lots of calls to look at rocks, 
Most have been about what I call 
‘meteowrongs’ instead of meteorites,” 
Menke said 


Scientists at the Battelle Pacific Nor- 


thwest Laboratory in Richland, Wash., 
analyzed cosmic rays that bombarded the 
meteorite in space and detected a sodium 
isotope with a radioactive half-life of only a 
few hours 

Chips of the meteorite are undergoing 
further analysis at Battelle, and 
laboratories in Washington, Houston and 
other cities 

Meteorites are rare, Five to 10 are 
recovered worldwide each year and those 
that crash through roofs are even more 
unusual, Only 11 incidents have been 
reported since 1847, Clarke said to his 
knowledge only once before have two fallen 
in the same community Honolulu, 
Hawaii 


Judge rules nativity scene may continue in Providence 


PROVIDENCE, R.1, (UPI) — Figurines 
of Jesus, Mary and Joseph can remain on 
the steps of City Hall through Christmas, a 
federal judge ruled in a suit challenging a 
nativity scene erected by the Knights of 
Columbus. 


U.S. Senior Judge Raymond J. Pettine 
denied the injunction because the plaintiffs 
— four city residents — could not prove 
that city funds are being spent on the 
nativity scene.

4,430 lights 
help observe 
Yule season 


By James V. Healion 
KILLINGLY, Conn, (UPI) — Mervin R. 
Whipple turned on the Christmas lights at 
his place the other night, all 4,430 of them. 

The lights include 750 strung through a 
65-foot spruce. It is so impressive the 
chamber of commerce awarded him the 
lighting prize two years in a row. This 
year, they made him a judge. He laughs 
and says he thinks he knows why. 

Whipple delights in Christmas, probably 
because he's able to talk to people when 
they are happy. Most of the time, he's con- 
soling them, Whipple is a monument 
dealer. 

He keeps chipper as a justice of the 
peace, too. He’s booked into April with 
marriages scheduled for the smallest 
granite chapel in the world, one he built 
himself with stone from all over the world. 
It's 11 feet by 14 feet. People have come 
frorn as far away as Tibet to tie the knot. 

Whipple himself is not what you would 
call a traveler, though. The last long 
journey a Whipple took was when his 
Pilgrim ancestors came over on the 
Mayflower in 1621, ‘We Whipples like to 
stay to home,” he says. 

Folks in these parts of northeastern Con- 
necticut look forward to his lighting 
display early on each year, He was in New 
York at Thanksgiving and 27 people called 
up and wanted to know when he was going 
to throw the switch. 

He was out of state trying to persuade 
people to sell him some figures for his 
Christmas display, the one in the monu- 
ment showroom where three of his men 
moved out 30 tons of stone so he could move 
in characters like Frosty the Snowman, 
Frosty’s just the tip of the Whipple iceberg. 

He got interested in animated scenes 
years ago when he visited the Big Apple 
and saw the merchandising displays in 
department stores like Macy's and Sak’s 
Fifth Avenue. 

“I just thought, ‘Too bad I couldn’t do 
something like this back home,’”’ he said. 





His son-in-law was the manager of a big 
New York discount department store and 
put Whipple in touch with people who sold 
used merchandising displays, usually 
figures from shopping malls in the Nor- 
theast. “Each year, I would contact these 
companies. They'd sell me used anima- 
tion,” he said. 








He wanted to add some more used 
figures this but the economy is so bad 
that the malls that would ordinarily buy 
new displays are not doing so, Thus nothing 
used is available. And Whipple was told at 
David Hamberger Inc., in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
a prime manufacturer, it didn’t sell to in- 
dividuals. 













Now Mervin R, Whipple believes in gen- 
tle persuasion, He is a former Sunday 
school superintendent, lecturer for the 
fraternal organization known as The 
Grange, and in the 1950s, he was an assis- 
tant sergeant-at-arms in the Connecticut 
House of Representatives, Republican 
variety 





“TI told them I would have liked to have 
done business and everything, but it was 
company policy.’ Anyway, there was this 
man there and I started talking to him, He 
was 87 and I told him my dad was 87 when 
he passed away 


‘He said, ‘Why don't you come into my 
office and we'll talk?’ We talked for maybe 
a half hour. He must have taken a liking to 
me, He buzzed the buzzer, He says, ‘Steve, 


come in a minute. You know,’ he says, 
there's exceptions to every rule. Why 
jon't we sell to this fella?" 


The man Whipple had spoken with was 
David Hamberger, the founder of the com: 
pany 


He put the sale through. Then I went a 
little too far, technically. I didn't intend to 
buy as much as I did. I bought over $6,000 
worth,’’ Whipple said 


It's all in place in his Pineville Road 
showroom near Route 12 in the Ballouville 
section of Killingly. Whipple likes to have 
people over at Christmas and they return 
the compliment. The Sunday before 
Christmas last year, 1,123 showed up. They 
were kids of all ages. Including Whipple. 
Asked why he does it, he said, ‘I just never 
grew up, I guess 


sought an injunction against the city for 
allowing the fraternal Roman Catholic 
organization to erect the creche under the 
municipal Christmas tree on city property.

The Knights of Columbus erected a small 
Sign next to the display, noting its spon 
sorship and that no city funds were used to 
construct it 


Last month, the Ist Circuit Court of Ap- 
peais in Boston upheld a ruling by Pettine 
that prevented Pawtucket from erecting 
its traditional nativity scene. He ruled that 
the Pawtucket creche was clearly erected 
with taxpayer money . 

“In this case, however, it is debateable 


whether municipal tax monies are being 
spent on the nativity scene," Pettine wrote 
in his two-page decision on the Providence 
case 

‘Accordingly, it seems to me that I have 
no choice but to deny the plaintiffs’ request 
for a temporary restraining order,” Pet- 
tine said 

The judge agreed to take up the constitu: 
tional questions involved later. A hearing 
on a preliminary injunction would be 
scheduled after opposing lawyers filed 
briefs

When Engines 1, 2, 4, 5,6, Ladders 
1and3 arrived, Meinhart said, “fire

The assistant chief said 
firefighters battled the blaze for 30 
minutes before they were able to get 
to the victim. Meinhart was quoted 
by UPI as saying the victim pro 
bably was dead before fire cre 
arrived 

“Someone had said she (Miss 
Mazzola) was in there. It was one of 
those situations where with all the 
smoke, you really can’t see and you 
can only feel around. It’s not a nice 
feeling" knowing there is someone 
inside and you haven't gotten them 
out, Meinhart said. 

Meinhart said the weman was 
able to get out of the burning chair 
and move about 10 feet before she 
collapsed, probably from inhaling 
smoke and fumes, The body was 
found in a doorway. 

Meinhart said that smoke and 
fumes ‘seal the lungs,’’ causing a 
victim to suffocate quickly. 

Meinhart said firefighters no 
sooner began dousing flames on the 
first floor than they saw fire 
through the second-floor windows of 
the 2%-story stucco duplex. The 
flames burned up through the stair 
ways to the attic, then spread 
across the attic to the second apart- 
ment of the duplex and began to 
burn down, he said. Rafters were 
extensively burned, he said.

As village waited 
they scaled peak

NEWTON CENTRE — As a village elder recited Bhuddist prayers 
for them some three miles below, a 27-year-old Newton man and his 
climbing colleague scaled the frozen, windswept slopes to the top of a 
Himilayan peak - the first successful wintertime assault on the moun- 
tain. 

David Breashear of Newton Centre and Jeff Lowe of Colorado reached 
the top of 21,000-foot Kwangde, in the Mt. Everest region, earlier this 
month, becoming the first climbers to make the climb in the winter. 

In just four days, with spartan gear and a lot of “commitment” the 
pair made the climb, as recounted by Breashear last week on his return 
to the Garden City. 

During the time the Americans spent on the mountain, Breashear 
said, villagers far below worried about them and a village elder recited 
Bhuddist prayers for the climbers’ safe return, 

Using 300 feet of rope and a 150 foot haul line, the pair climbed the 
north face of the mountain in what is known as ‘‘Alpine”’ fashion. 

“This means we used no fixed ropes, which are like umbilical cords 
leading a climber in trouble back to safety,” said Breashear. ‘Because 
we didn’t use an ‘umbilical cord’ we had to give our climb more commit- 
ment.” 

Alpine style carries more technical hazards, something Breashear 
said makes the climb more satisfying. 

Although he only recently returned from the adventure, Breashear 
showed no signs of frostbite or an overly ‘rugged’ complexion common- 
ly linked to serious climbers, At 27, he is considered young compared to 
his list of mountain conquests,

Revaluation, Prop 2% top year in review

NEWTON — The second year of Proposition 
2% brought continued economic pressures on the 
city and its departments. But the greatest of all 
headaches for members of the Board of 
Aldermen and Mayor Theodore Mann was the 
stormy protest from hundreds of residents over 
the accelerated revaluation of property in the ci- 
ty. 

The revaluation conducted by Finnegan 
Associates of Acton was challenged in several 
heated public hearings. Taxpayers questioned 
the fairness and consistency of the job done by 
Finnegan for $600,000 and many blatant errors 
were uncovered. 

Indicative of the mood of taxpayers was an 
overflow crowd of 1,500 residents at the first 
public hearing held at City Hall. This forum was 
abruptly adjourned by fire officials citing public 
safety concerns. Consequentty, numerous 
smaller hearings were held. 

Grim economic realities set the mood for the 
year overall as Reagonomics and Prop 24 both 
took their toll. Voter dissatisfaction with 
Reagonomics was one factor which led to 
Democrat Cong. Barney Frank’s win over 
Republican Cong. Margaret Heckler for the 
newly-redesigned 4th Congressional District 
seat. The race became a national symbol as a test 
of the Reagan administration’s policies. 

City unions held protests in response to wage 
offers and tight times brought the unions, in- 
cluding Newton’s teachers, together in ‘‘solidari- 
ty” protests, Although city unions remain 
without a contract as the new year dawns, 
teachers settled for 5.5 percent as work-to-rule 
and the refusal to write recommendations wore 
on patience and sympathies of students and 
parents, 

Several major fires occured in the city during 
the year, including a “suspicious” fire in the 
Newton Corner Gorin and Leeder buildings only 
days after the last tenants left to make way for 
development by the Druker Company. 

And, finally, it was a year of two freak events of 
nature — an earthquake and a mini-tornado.

The Day eighth grade students 
are also making a little of their own 
history, in a sense, since their just-

The suit alleges Levoff filled the 
land without submitting a notice of 
intent to the Conservation Commis- 
sion, which never gave its approval. 
It also claims filling the area 
damaged trees, shrubs and plants 
and significantly altered the con- 
tour of the land. 

In addition, the officials allege 
that the land consequently lost 
flood-water-storgae capacity. 

According to the suit, Levoff, on 
several occasions, was ordered by 
the commissioner to restore the 
land to its natural state and to 
remove the fill, but Levoff, to date, 
has refused to comply 

The officials are asking the court 
to force Levoff to restore his proper- 
ty, pay the city’s legal bill, or alter- 
natively, to a d damages to the 
city so the Conservation Commis- 
sion can restore the land. The alter- 
native measure would include costs 
of over $7,500, according to the suit. 

The defendants have 20 days in 
which to make an official response,

APRIL

Can cable TV 
be controlled? 


Think of cable TV as a monthly bill to go 
along with the regular payments you now 
make for heat, light and the mortgage pay- 
ment. 

You will be paying for what you are now 
getting for free on sponsor-only commer- 
cial television since the tube made its 1948 
bow. 

Already, the blending in of pre-cable TV 
is taking place, most notably in profes- 
sional sports and the top-rated movies. 
Fewer and fewer pro sports attractions 
can be seen without shelling out cable 
dollars. It is a sure bet there won’t be any 
once all of the nation is hooked on the 
cables mushrooming throughout the land. 

Legitimate concerns exist as the in- 
evitable occurs, with billions of dollars to 
be reaped. Will the quality of content be 
better than the system which has prevail- 
ed for a quarter century? 

Can it be controlled at any level of 
government, local or otherwise? Are there 
rewards for any apart from the profits and 
salaries to be taken by those who provide 
the product? 

Although cable already has 28 million 
customers — 34 percent of all TV homes at 
last count — the answers to such questions 
are difficult to come by. Except for the big 
boxing matches and other professional 
sports promotion of quality, reports are 
generally that the total content is 
lackluster. 

Local option on the issuance of single 
franchises for a city or town has led to a 
wild scramble to be on the ground floor. 


This is reminiscent of the early days of 
radio and pre-cable TV. Eventually, there 
will be a shakeout with probably no more 
than a half dozen major companies domi- 
nant. 


But the growing pains are creating pro- 
blems as entrepeneurs promise more than 
they can deliver. It can be seen that the im- 
provement in content and range will be 
gradual, giving current network opera- 
tions plenty of time to work into a transi- 
tion. 

The exceptionally large number of chan- 
nels, up to 80, will be the principal dif- 
ference in making cable TV the great force 
it will be in the future. 


This means specialization and access to 
more information on different subjects 
than Americans have ever had. This in 
combination with home computers spells 
the coming of a whole new way of life. 


It’s something to be bullish about, a 
great advance in the communications 
ballots revolution. The possibilities are 
seemingly limitless. 

Local programming is held out as a ma- 
jor inducement in the franchise sales pit- 
ches. In Newton the local cable company’s 
backing for local production, volunteer 
work and local programming has been 
substantial.

It will, of course, be important to see 
that the effort put into channel use is main- 
tained once the original promotional 
flourish has ended and the routine schedul- 
ing takes over. 


Because of the local franchise option, the 
federal government says it can’t control 
content, as it does now in radio and other 
television.

Letter from the editor 


‘82 letters, mixed bag 





Sometimes it starts with an angry phone call to 
the editor, a suggestion that a letter be written 
and then, the thoughts are down on paper, shared 
with other readers. 

Sometimes the mail brings a pastel envelope 
with just a few lines of thanks printed inside. And 
at times, the letters to the editor come on official 
city or commonwealth stationery, with a few 
words of criticism — or occasional praise. 

However the letters come in, they stand as the 
newspaper readers’ forum in the Newton 
Graphic. Over the past year they have covered a 
wide range of issues and personalities. 

By far in this election year of 1982 the ballot 
questions and opinions on various candidates 
dominated the “letters to the editor’ page of the 
Graphic. Earlier in the year, when the issue of 
revaluation was drawing standing-room-only 
crowds at City Hall and raised the blood pressure 
of city officials and taxpayers alike, the letters 
poured in on the subject. 

With the selection process for a new school 
superintendent and Newton North principal ques- 
tioned by this newspaper, readers wrote down 
their none-too-laudatory thoughts and sent them 
to our mailbox. 

But above all, readers around the city sat down 
and penned their thoughts ranging from nuclear 
disarmament (for and against) and abortion 
(likewise) to whether or not people should use 
first names, when first introduced to another in- 
dividual. 

A random sample of letters to the Graphic in 
1982 found an average of five readers a week 
fired off their thoughts, giving us an idea of how 
readers viewed the job we were doing, as well as 
how they were thinking about issues of the day. 

Revaluation drew the second largest number of 
letters to the editor — second only to the myriad 
epistles on election personalities and issues. 

A rough count showed some 22 letters mailed 
in, primarily critical of the revaluations process 
and the reassessing firm of Finnegan Associates. 
Those who took to the “‘letters”’ page to air their 
views were not without a sense of humor, even on 
such tough topics as revaluation. 

One letter-writer noted that since Finnegan 
Associates had started the revaluation process, 
the ducks in ‘the lagoon”’ outside City Hall had 
kept ‘‘a constant vigil on the tax fortress’’ and 
had been doing ‘‘an extraordinary amount of 
quacking all day long.” 





The '82 election in the fall brought more than 50 
letters to the editor, with the periodic sparing 
matches between readers representing both 
sides of issues. 

One reader expressed criticism of Cong. 
Barney Frank in his race against Margaret 
Heckler. Those critical words drew a week's 
worth of mail by readers rebutting the original 
letter. 

Showing a savvy candidate’s awareness of the 
value of the letters page, former candidate for 
the US Senate, Ray Shamie, took to the 
typewriter with a letter to the Graphicdated Dec. 
31, 1981, blasting Ted Kennedy for a variety of 
votes and statements. Shamie felt, apparently, 
the best way to fire up the campaign at that time 
was to launch in as the new year dawned. 

Letter-writers took the mayor and aldermen to 
task for a variety of things; voiced concern over 
the nuclear arms advocates’ saber rattling; 
enlightened readers about the Baltic Holocaust in 
which Soviets deported and condemned 
thousands of innocent Eastern Europeans; and 
suggested ways to make the Garden City er, 
and cleaner. 

The “thanks you” letters were evidence to the 
wide variety of things which touched the day-to- 
day lives of people in Newton in 1982. Readers 
wrote to thank the Fire Department for quick 
response in an emergency; to thank the police for 
courteous and helpful service; to thank the voters 
for voting and the city for setting up such things 
as the Office of Consumer Protection; and to 
thank the aldermen for supporting the school 
budget. The list of ‘‘thank you” letters seemed to 
go onand on, 

Some readers even took the time to thank the 
Graphic for fair and timely coverage while 
others sent us mail to protest what they perceiv- 
ed as biased stories or unfair treatment of issues. 

One reader thanked us for publishing a story 
about the problem of child abuse while others 
wrote to just thank us for publishing photos which 
brought them joy. 

As always, we welcome letters to the editor on 
a variety of subjects. The letters can be praise or 
criticism, suggestions or concerns. To get across 
what is on your mind in 1983, write The Newton 
Graphic, Box 341, Newton Highlands, Mass.

Opening up the space 


Local developer Alan Green’s appointment to 
the city’s Conservation Commission was 
unanimously approved recently by the alder- 
manic Administration and Planning Committee. 

Green, developer of the prestigious Gables 
condo complex on Dedham Street, was asked to 
answer a list of questions submitted by 
Alderman Rodney Barker concerning his ideas 
of the future of conservation land in the city. And 
Green replied that he thought it best to “keep 
open space open as long as possible.” 

He also told the committee the best housing 
developments “‘are those done with environmen- 
tal sensitivity.” 

Green spent months last spring trying to con- 
vince Weston residents the best possible use of 32 
acres of open land across Wellesley Street from 
the high school was to put a 42-unit luxury con- 
dominium complex on it. 

The proposal was nixed in May at Weston's 
Town Meeting after it became the center of a 
town-wide controversy and a crucial issue in the 
Weston selectmen’s campaign. 

Newton attorney Frank Wright’s nomination 
to the ConCom was also unanimously approved 
by the committee.

Relief may be in sight for motorists who 
regularly get caught in traffic jams along 
Highland Avenue near Route 128, 

Selectmen in Needham recently gave 
unanimous approval to a request to the state for

Bonded in Boston 


The First National Bank of Boston, 
representing an investor group, scooped up 
$7.535 million in AAA rated bonds shortly after 
they were issued by the Garden City, according 
to Mayor Theodore Mann, 

The mayor has always pointed proudly to the 
city’s top-of-the-line ‘triple-A’ rating and at a 
recent press conference he offered the Bank of 
Boston buy-up as an example, 

“Our bonds sold immediately at one of the 
most attractive rates — 6.76 percent for long- 
term bonds — in recent times,’ said the mayor. 

Newton is currently the only city in the state to 
receive a AAA bond rating from Moody's rating 
service indicating to an investor a solid invest- 
ment, according to Mann, 

The bond issue raises the total city debt to $12 
million, about a sixth of the allowable debt under 
state laws, with the bond money earmarked for 
Sewers, waler meters, energy conservation, 
renovations and asbestos removal, to name a 
few projects, 

‘We've done fairly well so far, but there are 
extremely trying days ahead for us,” the mayor 
noted, referring to the effects of Prop 24 on the 
budget

Urges call to 
legislators 


To the editor; 

Citizens who are concerned about public 
transportation and wasteful use of tax dollars 
should urge their legislators on Beacon Hill to 
vote against the Transportation Bond Act as long 
as it contains the section which would strip away 
the MBTA’s management rights. 

Section 8 of House Bill 6585 (Senate 2113) would 
rescind the hard-won Management Rights Law 
which is just beginning to be implemented. 

The League of Women Voters estimates that 
this rider on the Transportation Bond Act can 
result in unnecessary expenditure of $30 million 
in MBTA funds as well as the elimination of some 
improvements in transit service. 

This amendment was attached to the Transpor- 
tation Bond Act on the floor of the Senate at the 
request of Senator Joseph B. Walsh of Boston and 
passed without any discussion. The League 
recognizes that the rest of House 6585 makes 
necessary changes in the Transportation Bond 
act, but it is recommended that the ‘“‘manage- 
ment rights” amendment be removed before the 
main bill is passed. 

Section 8 would not only return every condition 
of MBTA employment to the bargaining table, it 
would make responsible and efficient manage. 
ment of the MBTA impossible. 

A phone call to 722-2000 will get you the names 
and phone numbers of your legislators and it is a 
simple matter to call and leave a message with 
an aide, Please let them know that this hasty and 
ill-considered measure is not in the public in- 
terest.

a hint of the final outcome of the November elec 
tion is to be found in Frank's garnering 10 times 
. as many votes as Heckler. 

Also in the primary, Newton voters follow a 
statewide trend in choosing Democrat Michael 
Dukakis over incumbent governor Edward J. 
King. Democratic candidate for lieutenant gover- 
nor, John Kerry, loses to fellow Newton resident 
Lois Pines in his hometown, but wins statewide. 
Another Newton resident, Bill Schmidt, wins the 
primary for County Commissioner to move into 
the election unchallenged. 

The decision of more than 400 teachers to 
picket City Hall in protest over stalled contract 
talks is a harbinger of dramatic confrontations in 
future months. Teachers say the city’s refusal to 
respond to their demands is undermining morale 
in the school system. The mayor tells them Pro- 
position 2% will not allow for salary increases be- 
ing requested. 

Mayor Mann, in his annual address to the 
aldermen on the state of the city, warns that 
Newton’s financial health is threatened by Pro- 
position 2% and inequities in state aid distribu- 
tion. 

Just as the aldermen approve the appropria- 
tion of more than $14,000 to pay the mayor's legal 
bills, a state court orders the money be withheld 
pending the outcome of a taxpayers’ suit aimed 
at stopping the payment. 

Nonantum residents rally against a proposal 
that the city buy St. Jean’s School to develop a $2 
million, 46-unit housing project. Aldermen put off 
a decision on the matter until 1983.

Multi-Service Center 
selected for $500 grant 


NEWTON CENTRE The Newton-Wellesley-Weston-Needham Multi- 
Service Center has been selected as one of 40 agencies across the United 
States to receive a $500 grant to conduct a special holiday youth project. 
The Multi-Service Center is a non-profit agency that provides services to 
runaway and homeless youth. 

The grant will support the Emergency Housing Program at the Multi- 
Service Center. The grants are the first to be awarded by the newly-formed 
National Fund for Runaway Children, which is based in Washington, D.C. 

“This special grant will help us greatly in beginning a therapeutic ac- 
tivities program for kids who are in residence at the Multi-Service Center,” 
said Executive Director Lowell Haynes. 

The National Fund for Runaway Children began operations in 
September, 1982, following an article on runaways in Parade Magazine, en- 
titled, “‘Who Will Help the Children?” 

The National Fund is administered by Act Together, a national, non- 
profit agency that promotes comprehensive services to “‘high-risk,”’ troubl- 
ed youth. The National Fund activities to date have been staffed by 
volunteers who are responding to the massive national outery of concerned 
citizens who want to help runaway and homeless children. 

“These $500 grants are the result of donations from people concerned 
about these children. They come from the $2 allowance of a 9-year old 
whose brother can’t be found, and from a 92-year old who wants his $10 to 
make a differnece,’’ said Joyce Strom, Act Together’s Executive Director. 
“These people, and thousands like them across the country, responded so 
quickly to our appeal to help these children that we wanted to respond in 
kind. We turned this initial activity around in 24% months and are getting 
the money back out to communities across America. During this holiday 
season, when we think of families and homes, we hope these grants will 
help these children who have neither. The National Fund is proud to award 
this grant to the Multi-Service Center, and we encourage the people in your 
area to support them.” 

Bobby Mitchell, Assistant General Manager of the Washington Redskins 
and a former all-pro standout for the Redskins in the National Football 
League, chose the grant winners through a random drawing from requests 
sent in by runaway projects in 46 states and the District of Columbia, after 
an initial careful screening of the requests by the National Fund. 

The National Fund works cooperatively with representatives from the 
Youth Development Bureau of the Department of Health and Human Ser- 
vices, the National Youth Work Alliance, and the National Network for 
Runaway and Youth Services.

with ‘no-smoking’ clinic __ | 


NEWTON — The Newton Health Department is kicking off the New 
Year with a special eight hour ‘Stop Smoking Clinic’’ sanctioned by both 
the Lung Association and the American Cancer Society 

The program will be held on the following four days: Jan. 17, 20, 24 and 27, 
from 7-9 p.m. in the auditorium of the Newton Community Service Center, 
492 Waltham Street, West Newton. A nominal fee of $10 will be charged for 
materials and refreshments. 

The goals of the program are twofold: identifying reason for smoking and 
learning appropriate techniques for quitting. To realize these goals, trained 
staff members of the department will lead participants through a series of 
activities and group discussions. 

Through the program, emphasis is placed on sharing experiences and 
mutual support to help participants get through the difficulty of breaking a 
bad habit. The group wil also focus on living without cigarette: 

Statistics show that 50 percent of successful quitters have done it cold 
turkey, while the other 50 percent do it gradually. The first 48 hours are 
often the most critical and the time when support, particularly from peers, 
is needed. A Stop-Smoking group can help a quitter get through this period. 

Many people decide not to quit because they feel it is too late - the damage 
has been done; yet unless irreversible disease has begun, stopping smoking 
begins to pay immediate health benefits. One’s senses of taste and smell 
become more acute. After a year, there is an important drop in the risk of 
heart attack, and after 10 years, lungs can return to almost a pre-smoking 
condition.

Newton’s legislators 
urged disability probe 


NEWTON — Governor Edward 
King has signed into law a resolve 
setting up a full-scale probe of the 
state’s Disability Determinations 
Services (DSS). 

The agency has been the target of 
hundreds of complaints by han- 
dicapped individuals who claim 
they were improperly denied 
benefits, 

The call for an investigation was 
initiated by Sen. Jack H. Backman 
(D Brookline-Newton) and Rep. A. 
Joseph DeNucci (D - Newton), co- 
chairmen of the Legislature’s Joint 
Committee on Human Services and 
Elderly Affairs. 

According to Backman, ‘‘Based 
on our initial legislative hearing on 
the resolve, it appears that the state 
went overboard in terminating 
benefits for people who were ge- 
nuinely disabled and unable to sup- 
port themselves. 

“Among those thrown off the rolls 
was a man who had four spinal

damaged sixteen year-old boy anda 
little girl who could barely breathe 
due to respiratory cystic fibrosis. 

“We were told that DDS dis- 
qualified more than 40% of the reci- 
pients whose cases it reviewed last 
year,’’ Backman said, ‘‘Yet, an ad- 
ministrative law judge testified that 
more than 70 percent of the agen- 
cy’s opinions which were appealed 
were overturned. We want to find 
out why these tragic mistakes oc- 
curred. More importantly, we will 
make recommendations so that 
similar injustices never take place 
again.” 

Under the proposal, which is now 
Chapter 11 of the Resolves of 1982, 
an eleven-member commission will 
conduct an investigation of ‘‘the 
quality and conduct of the Disability 
Determination Service of the 
Massachusetts Rehabilitation Com- 
mission.’’ Sen. Backman and Rep. 
DeNucci will be members of the 
special investigating commission, 
along with the Secretary of Human 
Services, the Commissioner of the 
Department of Public Welfare, the 
Commissioner of the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission and six 
persons selected by the Governor. 

The Resolve requires that the 
gubernatorial appointees include a 
legal services attorney who has 
worked with disability cases, and 
Administrative Law Judge with ex- 
perience in hearing Social Security 
Disability appeals, a union member 
who works on social security 
disability cases, a representative of 
the federal S 1 Security Agency 
and two recipients of disability pen- 
sions. 

Under an emergency preamble to 
the bill, added by Gov. King, the 
special commission will begin its 
work as soon as the gubernatorial 
appointees are named. To aid the in- 
vestigation, the Mass. Rehabilita- 
tion Commission is required to give 
the commission complete access to 
all records, papers and files concer- 
ning disability cases, A final report 
must be fied by the end of May, 
1983.

“T have not made concessions in my 
art, but Ihave had to in my life in order 
to do the art.” 

His singlemindedness really began 
back when he was a student at Newton 
South High School, ‘I started painting 
around that time and thought it was the 
thing for me,” he said. 

“The real test was on the day I 
graduated (from Massachusetts Col- 
lege of Art). Thad to decide if I was go- 
ing to paint or make a living. My 
career started that day.” 

That was 14 years ago. Now 
Hamilton counts his artistic triumphs. 
He is represented by one of Boston's 
most prestigious art galleries, Thomas 
Segal. One of his works on paper was 
3 y purchased in September by the 
Stee E ; Museum of Fine Arts. He made his first 
Seay international sale this year.

It has been, he said, ‘ta steady in- 
cline.”’ 

“When I started out, New York was 
the place to be if you were going to 
make a name as an artist,’’ the beard- 
ed Hamilton said. ‘‘Resisting that was 
very difficult. I thought if I went to New 
York, I would be lost. Now I can say 
with a bit of a smile, New York comes 
tome.” 

His studio, where he has gone daily 
since 1973, is at the Boston Center for 
the Arts. A painting of a group of 
kindergarten chairs he did in 1969 
hangs on one wall. The focus of the 
painting is a chair away from the 
others. 

“T realized it was a self-portrait, with 
that chair singled out,”’ hi id. 

The painting is symbolic of 
Hamilton's progression, too. It shows 
the artist’s obsession with the object. 
Now Hamilton, who is a figurative 
painter, blurs the subject so that it is 
almost a ghost on the canvas. 

“It’s a logical step,”’ he said. ‘*There 
was no waking up one morning and 
changing. I’m just as fanatical now.” 

Hamilton's earlier works were 
stylistic paintings of objects in which 
he intentionally left out elements. What 
he retained on canvas made the pain- 
ting stronger, but more revealing 





























Those holes in the painting eventual- 
ly transformed themselves into blurred 
images — what Hamilton calls “the 
slipping of the paint.”” 

Hamilton does the majority of his 
work from photographs, mostly out of 
newspapers. They are of people, 
disasters, sports events, anything that 
strikes him. Hamilton said friends are 
always sending him photos they think 
he might want to use. (His ‘Collapsing 
Fire Escape’? was based on the 
Pulitzer Prize winning photos by 
Stanley Foreman of a woman falling to 
her death. ) 

He has used photos published in The 
News-Tribune. The painting “‘High 
School Record-Setters,”’ a triptych of 
three smiling boys, was taken from 
Tribune pictures of Waltham High 
School athletes. 

The painting acquired by the MFA, 
an oil on paper of two baseball players, 
is titled ‘*Double Play #3."" 

















It was from a series Hamilton did in 
1978 that he thought would never sell 
Cliff Ackley, curator of prints and 
drawings at the MFA, who had been 
following Hamilton's career since 1969, 
chose very carefully, Hamilton said. It 
wasn't until last summer that he pick 
ed the painting and Hamilton said he 
was “surprised” by the choice 


Aside from the artistic sensibilities 
of the painter, the viewer is inclined to 
look at the painting and say, ‘‘Oh 
sports." 

But it was the photograph of the 
event that intrigued Hamilton 


“T don’t like sports. I don't watch 
sports. The photographs have an 
artless quality about them. They say 
something about human relations.” 

Hamilton is so true to the 
photographs he uses that friends who 
knew sports informed him after seeing 
one of his basketball paintings that one 
of the players was Dave Cowens and 
that it was taken in Boston Garden 
because the floor was parquet 











Out of this documentation style that 
could turn into photorealism in the 
hands of some artists, Hamilton adds 
his trademark, the blurred image. His 
paintings seem like an eye to an event 
in which things happened too fast to put 
it in focus. 

“T pay a lot of attention to the 
abstract elements, the real shapes and 
forms,” he said. ‘But to me, the impor- 
tant thing is what the painting is about 

not what the paint is about (which is 
the philosophy of most abstract 
painters. )"’ 

Hamilton uses a projector to enlarge 
the image and traces it refully on the 
canvas. Then he begins to lay down the 
paint conventionally, ‘‘like a 
sophomore in college would do,"”

John N. McMullen 


Retired Newton Police captain 


NEWTON — John N. McMullen, 
retired Newton Police Captain, died 
Sunday, Dec. 26, at the Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital after a lengthy 
illness. 


McMullen began his career with 
the City of Newton in 1923 when he 
joined the Department of Public 
Works. In June 1940, he assumed the 
duties of a police officer assigned to 
foot patrol in Nonantum, later work- 
ing at police headquarters as a desk 
officer 

He was promoted to Sergeant in 
1947, and two years later he attained 
the rank of Lieutenant and was 
assigned to the Detective Bureau. 
In 1959 he was appointed Captain 
and Commander of the Detective 
Bureau with the additional respon- 
sibility of being the Police Pro- 
secutor in the Newton District 
Court. 





During his tenure as a detective 
he investigated many major 
crimes, including the holdup of the 
Newtonville branch of the Newton 
National Bank, in which he arrested 
two suspects who were later con- 
victed of the famed Brink's rob- 
bery. 

McMullen’s skills as a prosecutor 
became his hallmark. He self- 
trained in criminal law and many 
young lawyers learned their cour- 
troom skills under his tutelage at 
the Newton court. 

When the Miranda decision was 
being criticized as resisted in police 
circles, McMullen came in for na- 
tional attention when the Associated 
Press picked up a statement made 
in a speech to the Kiwanis Club of

Newton. McMullen stated, “I am 
not mad at Miranda, it has led to im- 
proved investigation techniques, 
more convictions and is filling our 
jails.’ Since then, convictions 
throughout the country have in- 
creased by 20 percent and most jails 
and prisons are over-filled. 


Capt. McMullen taught criminal 
law in the Newton Police Academy, 
in In-Service Training programs for 
Newton and other local depart- 
ments, and also in a private police 
promotional school. 





He retired from active duty in 
1971 after 48 years of service with 
the City of Newton.

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Therapists conduct 
divorce rate study 


NEWTONVILLE — Therapists at 
the Institute for Remarriage and 
Stepfamilies in Newtonville have 
studied the reasons for the high 
divorce rate in second marriages, 
paying particular attention to those 
marriages that involve step 
children, 

Jamie Kelem Keshet, a Newton 
resident and the director of the in- 
stitute, has identified three consis- 
tent, distinct stages that step- 
families typically pass through. 
These are: “acceptance,” the first 
stage, in which new steprelatives 
are recognized as members of the 
family; ‘‘authority,’’ the second 
stage, in which the adults establish 
authority over the children; and 
“affection,” the final stage, in 
which family members relax their 
defenses and enjoy each other. 

Each stage has particular pro- 
blems which must be resolved, ac- 
cording to Keshet. 

Understanding these stages is im- 
portant for stepparents committed 
to their new family. Ignorance of 
them often causes bewilderment, 
anger or guilt because of the in- 
tense, unexpected drama that can 
grow out of competing family ties 
within an extended stepfamily, 
Keshet says. 

To help stepparents understand 
the adjustments required by their 
new family life, the Institute for 
Remarriage and Stepfamilies is of- 
fering a series of free lecture- 
discussions. These will be presented 
alternate Monday nights at 8 in the 
offices of Riverside Family 
Counseling, 259 Walnut St., Room 
14, Newtonville. 

The Institute for Remarriage and 
Stepfamilies specializes in  in- 
dividual, group and child counseling 
for stepfamily members. Short- 
term, singie issue counseling and 
short-term groups for remarried 
couples are also offered. 

Director Jamie Keshet is the 
author of a forthcoming book on 
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stepfamilies and their sornetimes 
troubled growth toward harmony 
and mutual affection. Her husband, 
Dr. Harry Keshet, who will give the 
Feb. 28 lecture, is the author of 
Fathers Without Partners: A Study 
of Fathers and the Family After 
Marital Separation. He also served 
in 1981 on the Governor’s Special 
Commission on Probate and Family 
Court Procedures. 

The schedule of lectures follows: 

Jan. 17: What's It All About? Life 
in the Stepfamily. An overview of 
stepfamily life, the first lecture will 
focus on the new couple relation- 
ship, and relationships with 
children and ex-spouses. 

Jan, 31: For Stepparents, 
Especially. This lecture will ad- 
dress the particular pitfalls and 
potential benefits of the stepparent 
role. Suggestions for stepparenting 
will be shared. The particular dif- 
ficulties of adolescent stepchildren 
will also be addressed 

Feb. 14: Ex-Spouses and 
Triangles Within the Stepfamily. 
The focus will be on the role of the 
former spouse and the effect on the 
stepfamily of the continuing rela- 
tionship between the previously 
married couple. Suggestions will be 
shared for managing a family with 
more than two parents in it. 

Feb. 28: Joint or Sole Custody in 
the Stepfamily. This lecture will 
describe differences in custody and 
visitation arrangements, and their 
effects on the remarried couple and 
stepfamily.
